Ml COR TRADE WITH NEW DRLEAHS. 


Cost of United States Court in Bir 
mingham—New Railroad to Stoud 
Mountain—Cotton Factory for 
Opelika—The Wheat Crop. 


Alabama has entered into active 
competition with Pennsylvania foi 
the coal trade of the lower Mississippi 
river, and there is every reason to be¬ 
lieve that the Pennsylvania prodtic 
will eventually bo driven from the 
market. Several days ago a contract 
was secured by tho Alabama Block 
Coal Company, which represents tho 
leading Walker county coal operators, 
for 100,000 tons of coal, deliverable 
by the Southern railway barge lino 
from Greenville southward on the 
Mississippi river to New Orleans. 

This contract was secured through 
the firm of B. D. Wood & Sons, of 
New Orleans. Tho full meaning of it 
is just apparent. It is an attack on 
the Pittsburg monopoly in the city 
of New Orleans itself. 

The contract entered into is backed 
by the Southern railway and gives to 
Wood & Sons a practically unlimited 
supply of Alabama coal. 

As an opening order the Woods 
asked for 110,000 tons. Colonel 
Elmer E. Wood says this is only for a 
starter and will be followed up by 
other large orders in rapid succession 

Cost of the Law. 

The cost of grinding out justice is 
pretty steep, as will be seen by the 
following figures, showing the cost o. 
operating the United States court in 
Birmingham: 

The last quarter court, beginning 
October 9 and ending December 
81, cost $85,500. This includes 1 
juries, witnesses, bailiffs, court mes¬ 
sages, etc. The most expensive cas 
tried was tho Price-Melton case, the 
cost of the closing .trial aggregating 
several thousand dollars. 

The cost of tho operation of the de¬ 
partment for the quarter onding Sep¬ 
tember 80 was much less, being but 
$8,727.60, but there was no court dur¬ 
ing this period. 

The quarter ending December 81 
1898, cost $18,800. The court was in 
session during a large part of this 
quarter, but the term was not so long 
os the fall term recently ended. The 
difference in the cost of t he last two 
fall terms is $21,700. The last term 
was tho most expensive over held in 
that city, being vory long and many 
cases requiring tho attendance of 
on unusually large number of wit¬ 
nesses. The Price-Melton case re¬ 
quired tho attendance of nearly ono 
hundred witnesses for many days, 
each drawing milengo and per diem. 

Railroad to Stoud Mountain Minos* 

Milton H. Smith, president, and 
11. Munford, chief engineer of tho 
Louisville & Nashville railroad, will 
probably let the contract for the con¬ 
struction of a branch line from 
Hanceville, in Blount county, to the 
mines of the Stoud Mountain Coal 
and Coko company, which have just 
been developod. Tho branch will bo 
about six or seven miles in longth, 
and will cost something like $40,000 
to build. A number of bids have been 
received. 

Republicans Indorse William Vaughan* 

Republican county conventions 
and executive committee meetings 
were held Saturday in Etowah, Tus¬ 
caloosa, Cherokee, Fayette, Lama! 
and Blount counties and all instruct¬ 
ed for William Vaughan for state 
chairman as against Julian Bingham, 
the candidate of the Youngblood fac¬ 
tion. Bingham has already carried 
six other counties, but Vaughan peo¬ 
ple claim division in two of Bingham’s 
counties, which they say puts Chair¬ 
man Vaughan ahead. 

Opelika’s Cotton Factory. 

At a meeting of tho promoters ol 
the cotton factory at Opelika Cap¬ 
tain J. L. Dean announced that al 
of $100,000 capital had been sub¬ 
scribed. On February 2 the stock¬ 
holders will meet and elect officers 
and as soon as possible threaftec 
work will be commenced- 

Alabama Appropriation*. 

The chief of the United States en¬ 
gineers reports the following balance? 
of appropriations for river and har¬ 
bor work unexpended during the first 
part of the year : 

Mobile harbor, $16,117.38; Black 
Warrior river, $49,863 55; Warrioi 
river, $211,165.40; Tombigbeo_rivei 
from mouth to Demopolis, $3,271.04; 
from Demopolis, to Columbus, Miss., 
$31,191.57; Elk river, $113 02. 


AMERICANS MURDERED. 


Six Mon Shot by Order of a Mexican 
General* 

Friends of George Luntand Charles 
Burns, of El Paso, Tex., reported to 
have been killed with six other Amer¬ 
icans by Gen. Torres at the recent 
round up of the Yaqui Indians, made 
formal application to United States 
Consul Charles W. Kindrlck at Juarez, 
Alex., for a full investigation of tho 
affair. Consul Kendrick notified tho 
state department and telegraphed the 
consular agent at Guaymas, Alex., 
for a complete report. Reports from 
Narco, Ariz., confirms the killing of 
the six Americans. 

It is said that cowboys and miners 
in Southern Arizona and New Alexico 
have organized and are preparing to 
invade Sonora and avenge the murder 
of the six prospectors. They will 
light against the Mexican troops for 
tho independence of Sonora and tho 
Yaqui Nation, and the opinion is tho 
contemplated movement would be 
crowned with success. 

PHILIPPINE AVAR IS OVER. 

It Is Feared That Bloody Fueds Will 
Arise. 

A dispatch to the Now York Herald 
from Manila says: 

The war in the Philippines is over. 
No further surrender can be hoped 
for. 

The danger in the present situa¬ 
tion is that a bloody fued may arise 
between the American army and the 
Filipinos. 

This danger can be greatly lessened 
by action by congress, which is now 
imperative, outlining the policy of 
the government in the Philippines. 
It is likely that many insurgents are 
still holding out for the very terms 
which congress will be willing to 
give. 

Tho time is ripe for a conciliatory 
policy, nllowing tho Filipinos to have 
some say as to the future of tho gov¬ 
ernment under which they will bo 
obliged to live. 

VICTORY FOR GOEBEL. 

First Actual Teat of Strongth in tlio Ken* 
tucky Legislature. 

The first actual test of strength be¬ 
tween tho Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic forces in tho Goebel-Taylor 
contest in Kentucky came Saturday 
and by tho admission of the Repub¬ 
lican loaders proved a victory foi 
Goebel. The Democrats claim it was 
decisive, while the Republicans still 
have strong hope of retaining Gov¬ 
ernor Taylor. 

Tho vote was in the contest of Van 
Aleter, of Fayette county, against 
Berry, Van Aleter winning—51 to 45. 
Evory effort was made to got out the 
largest possible vote.

BRITISH REVERSE. 

Fifteen Hundred Lend Loft on tho Bat¬ 
tlefield, Saya a Boer Dispatch. 

Boer Head Laager, Ladysmith, 
Jan. 25,—The British dead left on 
the battlefield yesterday numbered 
1,500. 

A London dispatch says: General 
Bailer says that Warren's troops 
have retreated south of the Tugela 
river. The Boers say that the British 
loss is 1,500 killed. It is believed 
that this includes tho wounded. The 
Boers also claim that 150 of the Eng¬ 
lish troops surrendered at Spion 
Kop. 

Judge Wharton Dead. 

Judge Thomas J. Wharton, mar¬ 
shal of tho Alississippi supreme 
court and one of the oldest and most 
prominent men of the state, died in 
Jackson of pneumonia. He was 87 
years of age, had served two terms as 
attorney-general, and was circuit 
judge of the Seventh judicial district 
for several years. 

Mrs. Rich Convicted. 

Airs. John D. Rich, alias Alattib 
D. Rich, the Chicago woman surren¬ 
dered to Alexico to be tried for the 
murder of her husband in Juarez last 
Alay, has been adjudged guilty by the 
Alexican court and sentenced to serve 
fourteen years in prison. 


Cotton Mill for Chattanooga. 

Tho Chattanooga Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has decided to erect a $100,000 
cotton mill. Already $10,000 has 
been subscribed and the committees 
anticipate no trouble in securing tb'- 
entire amount.

Governor Wells, of Utah, 1ms issued 
a proclamation calling for an election 
April 2 to elect a representative in 
the Fifty-sixth congress, now exist¬

Brief State News. 


Returns from Crenshaw county re¬ 
ceived Sunday night show that Mor- 
gan has carried the county by two 
to one. The vote from eighteen 
boxes gives the following: Alorgan, 
950; Johnston. 521. 

There are still four or five boxes to 
hoar from, and Alorgan’s majority 
will probably be increased by these. 
The same beats quoted above gave 
for congress: Alilier, 816; Wiley, 
636. 

It is expected that other beats will 
bring Aliller’s majority down to about 
100 . 

Hone has defeatod Brooke for tax 
collector. 

Arrington is elected senator by 
three to one. 


Morgan Sweeps Marongo County. 

Alarengo lias cast its vote for Sen. 
ator Alorgan. The twelvo beats al¬ 
ready heard from give him 65 votes, 
and that givos him a majority of 
the county. 

There are still nine beats to hear 
from, and it is more than probable 
that Alorgan will carry more than 
half of them. It is impossible 
to get returns from these places, on 
account of their remoteness, but there 
is no doubt of Alorgan’s victory. It 
is estimated that the vote will be 
four to one against Governor John¬ 
ston. 

Up to and including Saturday, 
eight counties had acted on the sen¬ 
atorial question and two others have 
nominated candidates for representa¬ 
tive, subject to instructions of the 
primaries to be held April 11. The 
eight counties that havo instructed 
their •nominees will have fourteen 
votes in the general assembly for a 
United States sonator, and of theso 
fourteen votes Senator Alorgan will 
get 10, Governor Johnston 8 and Gen. 
Oates 1. 

Political interest will be transferred 
to Russell and Winston counties this 
week, these two being the only re¬ 
maining counties to act on the sena¬ 
torial question prior to April 11. A 
democratic primary will bo held in 
each of theso counties next Saturday 
for the purpose of naming democratic 
candidates for county offices and for 
representatives in tho general assem 
bly. 

STATE BREVITIES. 

Governor Johnston has named 
Robert W. Oashion as sheriff of Alar- 
ion county, to succeed Sheriff John 
D. Hamilton, who died last Wednes¬ 
day. 

The remains of the late Rev. Dr. 
David Ingram Purser were brought 
to Tuskaloosafrom New Orleans, La., 
where ho died two years ago of yellow 
fever and were buried. 

Greene county farmers have started 
in for another crop, many of them 
with meat and bread to last them 
through the year. The farming in¬ 
terests of the county are in a pros¬ 
perous condition. 

Tho supreme court is in session 
and cases from tho eighth division 
are being submitted. This division 
is composed of the counties of Alar- 
shall, Jackson, Aladison, Colbert, 
Limestone, Lauderdale, Lawrence and 
Alorgan. 

J. II. Buck, of Tuskaloosa, re¬ 
ceived a telegram from Buckatunna, 
Aliss., stating that his son, E. J. 
Buck, had been run over by a freight 
train on the Alobile and Ohio rail¬ 
road, cutting both legs off just above 
the knees. The unfortunate man 
lived only a few hours. 

The internal revenue commissioner 
reports nineteen retail and two 
wholesale establishments selling oleo¬ 
margarine in Alabama, out of a total 
of 7,055 for the country. The sales 
in Alabama were 226,053 pounds, out 
of a total of 79,995,711 for the coun¬ 
try for the last fiscal year. 

Tho city council of Talladega has 
passed a resolution donating a lot in 
the city cemetery and agreeing to de¬ 
fray the expenses of removing thereto 
the remains of the seventeen soldiers 
who were killed in the battle at Tal¬ 
ladega, November 9, 1813. The re¬ 
mains are now in a field near the 
furnace.

ROBERTS REJECTED. 

House of Representatives Excludes Him 
by a Bic Majority. 

The case of Brigham H, Roberts, 
the Alormon Representative-elect 
from Utah, which has occupied so 
much of tho attention of the house 
since the assemblage of congress, was 
decided late Thursday afternnon by 
tho adoption of a resolution to ex¬ 
clude him by a vote of 268 to 50. The 
exact wording of the resolution was 
as follows: 

“That under the facts and circum¬ 
stances of the case, Brigham H. Rob¬ 
erts, representative-elect from the 
state of Utah, ought not to have, or 
hold a seat in the house of repre¬ 
sentatives, and that the seat to which 
he was elected is hereby declared va¬ 
cant.” • 

The amendment to expel Air. Rob¬ 
erts without seating, offered by Air. 
Lacy, was ruled out on a point of 
ordor and the house only votod upon 
the resolutions of the majority and 
minority of the committee. The lat¬ 
ter, to seat and then expel Air. Rob¬ 
erts, was defeated—81 to 211. An 
analysis of this vote shows that 170 
republicans, 72 democrats and 2 pop¬ 
ulists voted against it, and 71 demo¬ 
crats, 6 republicans, 2 populists and 
2 silver republicans for it. 

The majority resolutions, to ex¬ 
clude Air. Roberts and declare tho 
soat vacant, were adopted—268 to 
50. The affirmative vote was divided 
as follows: 

Republicans, 168; democrats, 86; 
populists, 4, and the negativo vote, 
democrats, 17; silver republicans, 2; 
populists, 1. 

THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 

Currency Bill Continues to Hold the 

Right of Way in the Senate. 

Senators Bacon and Tillman have 
given notice of speeches during tho 
week on the Philippine question, but 
beyond theso notices no indication 
has been given of the probable course 
of events in the senate during the 
week. Tho currency bill continues 
to hold the right of way, and it is 
not improbable that it will be made 
tho subject of more or less speech¬ 
making. 

There is no programme mapped out 
for tho house this week. The Indian 
appropriation bill has been reported 
and the consular and diplomatic ap¬ 
propriation bill is in preparation. It 
is said that these bills will occupy 
the major portion of the week, 

RUSHING TO CAPK NOME. 

Gold Huntors Expect Some llicli Finds 
There* 

Estimates made by local shipping 
men at Tacoma show that about 
15,000 men are intending to reach 
Cape Nome by the first stoamers from 
Puget Sound and Dawson. Two- 
thirds of this number will go from 
Tacoma, Seattle and San Francisco, 
and the balance will go down the Yu¬ 
kon river from Dawson and other 
Yukon towns. A great prospective 
race is in sight between these two 
contingents. 

First arrivals will secure the best 
part of the beach, which will bo in 
the greatest demand, because beach 
claims may be worked without flumes 
or machinery. 

KILLED 1IIS FAMILY. 

Murdered Ilia Wife, Daughter and Son 

lie Then Tried to Burn tho House. 

In an “overfilled tenement” in 
Cincinnati, Charles Bartruff, a tan¬ 
ner, murdered his wife, his son Carl, 
aged 5, his daughter, aged 8, and 
then tried to set the house on fire by 
overturning the hot stove and piling 
furniture on it. The skulls of all 
the victims were crushed with a 
blunt instrument. No one saw tho 
deed but its perpetrator. He remain¬ 
ed in the burning room until arrested 
by the police. His intellect was of 
the lowest type and suffered from 
dementia, which he seems to have in¬ 
herited from his father, who died by 
suicide. His 5-year-old son Carl was 
imbecile. 

Death of a Prominent Confederate. 

Major Thomas A. Brander, past 
grand commander of the Virginia 
Grand Camp of Confederate Vetir- 
ans, and who was known throughout 
the south for his prominence in all 
Confederate re-unions, died in Rich¬ 
mond, Va., Sunday, aged 60 years. 

War Will Last Long Time. 

Tho Berlin Deutsche Tages Zei- 
tung publishes an interview with Dr. 
Leyds, which represents him as hav¬ 
ing said : 

“The war will certainly last a very 
long time. The Transvaal will de¬ 
cidedly not be the first to seek peace 
and will refuse any proposals on the 
basis of the status-quo,” 


EX-SLAVES DEFRAUDED. 


Pension Swindle is Now Reaching 1 
Great Proportions. 


Efforts to Stamp It Out—III Spito of OflL 
ciat Warnings Many Negroes Aro 
Paying Money to the Promoters. 


Washington, D. C. (Spoclul).— 1 Tlio ex- 
slavo pension swlndlo lias taken deeper 
root and spread further than bad been sup¬ 
posed oven by Government officials. Tbe 
dolusion that tbe United States Govern¬ 
ment is nbout to ponslon all tbe persons 
who were In slavery before tbo Civil War 
is a ilxod belief throughout tbo Southern 
States, thanks to the ingenuity with which 
the men behind the scheme have fostered 
it. 

Here in Washington,where wide publicity 
has been given to tbo rascally character of 
tbo swindle, poor old negroes are paying 
money regularly in tbo expectation of get¬ 
ting a big windfall from the Government; 
and now reports from all over the South 
show that the delusion is spreading every¬ 
where faster than the Government expo¬ 
sures can follow. 

A discovery made by theSonate Commlt- 
en on Pensions shows what a lucrative 
icheme this must be to the men who are 
preying on the ignorauceof aa unfortunate 
lass. The committee lias two ''member¬ 
ship certificates” in theso-called “assoela- 
: Ion” to which the former slaves lire in¬ 
duced to belong. It costs twenty-five cents 
Logetonoot those certificates, and the 
dues aro ten cents a month. 

Besides that, before a local brancli of tho 
'‘association” Is formed Its members have 
to pay $2.00 for a chnrtef. One of tbe cer¬ 
tificates which has fallen Into the hands of 
the Senate committee is dated .Tuly 5, 1807, 
and is numbered 13G7. The other is dated 
April 17, 1899, and Is numbered 35,710. Tills 
indicates the momentum with whinli the 
delusion is spreading. By the lime the 
second oortillente was Issued—nine months 
ago—the heads of the ‘'association” must 
have gathered la over $50,000, with no ex¬ 
penses except tbe cost of printing and mail¬ 
ing seductive circulars. 

The circulars are enough to convince 
people more intelligent uud better edu¬ 
cated than tbeaverave ex-slave. They aro 
profusely Illustrated, and givo histories 
of tho progress of the ■'‘movement.” Tho 
dissemination of tills literature reoeived a 
severe set-back when Assistant Post- 
mnster-Geueral Hoatb, on tbe recom¬ 
mendation of Pension Commissioner 
Evans, burred it from tbe malls. Never¬ 
theless, though badly hampered, tbe pro¬ 
moters of tho scheme continue to push 
their plan with unabated vigor. 

Unfortunatelv.it is easy enough to get 
some unthinking Congressman to intro¬ 
duce, “ by request,” a bill to pension ex¬ 
slaves, and this has been done in more 
than ono Congress. Of oourse, tho intro¬ 
duction of the bill is tho end of It; It Is 
promptly killed, hut that Is enough to ac¬ 
complish tho purpose of tins promoters. 
They are able to siiv that a bill lias beeu or 
will be iutroducad, that money Is needed 
for "expenses,” and tho victims, encour¬ 
aged by the news, fall over themselves In 
their hurry to pay subscriptions nnd dues. 

Senator Galliugor, Chairman of tho 
Committee on Pensions, has investigated 
the matter, and added Ills vigorous deuun- 
olalloa to those of Commt-sloner Evans 
and Mr. Heath. The victims, however, bo- 
long to a class that is bard to rouoli In the 
main, and tbe lio is traveling a long way 
while tbo truth is golttng Its boots on. 


TO REPAIR THE CONSTITUTION. 

Bill to Recommission the Old Frigalo Re¬ 
ported Favorably.

Naval Affairs, reported favorably tbo bill 
authorizing tbe Secretary of tbo Navy to 
permit the repair of the old United States 
frigate Constitution uud to recommlssiou

The bill ns originally Introduced author¬ 
ized the frigate’s use only us a training 
ship, but ns reported it carries an amend¬ 
ment giving the Secretary of tho Navy dis¬ 
cretion to allow its use ns "a naval mu¬ 
seum and floating monument to tho glory 
of American sailors,” to be stationed at the 
Washington Navy Yard or elsewhere, as 
tbo Secretary of the Navy may determine. 


STEAMSHIP CUT DOWN. 

Axdamllm Sinks After Collision With tho 
Herman Winter in Vineyard Sound.; 
Yiheyabd Haven, Mass. (Special).—The 
steamship Ardundbu, Captaiu Dundnsi 
from New London; Conn., for Halifax, N' 
8.. was sunk in collision with the Metro¬ 
politan liner Herman Winter, from Boston 
for New York City, off Robinson's Hole, 
Vineyard Souud, uud cut half way through. 

Two of the Ardandhu’s crew of thirty- 
one men were lost. They were Chief En¬ 
gineer .Tames Henderson, of Glasgow, and 
Second Mate Fred bows, of Boston. 

The Herman Winter reached this port 
with her how gone. She had on board l ha 
twenty-nino men who oseaped from tbe 
Ardandliu. Her cargo was not damaged.

Rochester, N.Y. (dpoolal).—Officers and 
oltizons of the town ot Grove, Allegany 
County, are searching for a tramp giving 
his name as Thomas G. ltoosevelt. Roose¬ 
velt broke into tbo district sclioolhouso on 
Sunday and camped there for the night. 
Tho first scholars entering on Monday 
morning discovered the tramp lu tho net ot 
cooking a fowl on the stove. They were 
told by tho tramp to tnko their seats and 
study their lossous until school opened. 

By twos and throes the scholars oame in 
nnd wero directed to spend the time in 
study until their new teacher had finished 
ills breakfast. .Tust before the time for 
school to open, the teacher, a pretty miss, 
arrived. She was iuformed that her ser¬ 
vices wero not required, aud tbo tramp, 
taking Ills place on tbo platform, called tbe 
school to ordor. 

In tbe meantime tbe real teacher in¬ 
formed a number of farmers of the state 
of affairs, and they burst in, (Hied with 
ire. Koosovelt pulled an old pistol from 
ills pocket, at sight of which tbo men scat¬ 
tered. After sonding a number of scholars 
to the blackboard to do their arithmetic 
problotns and finishing Ills repast, the 
tramp told tho scholars that ho was re¬ 
lated to Governor Rocsovelt, uud they had 
boon honored by his presence in the 
school. Ho then doparted, and has not 
beon captured yet.

Among the 
wounded Is General E. It. P. Woo lgate, In 
command ot tho Ninth Brigade, Fourth 
Division, wiio was struck by a Boor sbolt 
aud dangerously wounded. 

Gonerni Warren believed that the posi¬ 
tion of tbe onomv beyond Spion Kop is un¬ 
tenable and that lie would so hi bo able to 
dlslodgo them, thereby clearing the way 
for tile onward movement to tbo relief of 
Ladysmith. 

The nows of tbo capture of tho Boer 
stronghold oame Thursday morning in a 
dispatch from Spearman's damp, and was 
received with pathetic aud almost hysteri¬ 
cal joy by tbo crowd winch surrouadod tbe 
War Offloo. 

FAVORS SUBMARINE BOATSi 

Reports of tile Naval Board ot Construc¬ 
tion to Secretary Long. 

Washington, D. C. (Special).—The re¬ 
port of tho Board ot Construction declin¬ 
ing to recommend tbo purchase of the sub¬ 
marine torpedo boat Holland has been 
banded to tbo Secretary of the Navy. A 
minority report is submitted by Ilear-Ad- 
mlrul Philip Hlebborn, Chief Constructor, 
tbe only member of the board who is fa¬ 
vorable to tbe purchase of tho Holland. It 
Is shown by tho hoard’s report that its ne- 
tlou was based on a proposition from tbo 
Holland Torpedo Boat Company to sell tbo 
Holland to tbe Government for $105,000, 
or, with certain modifications, for $170,000, 
•r to build two now and larger boats iu ac¬ 
cordance with plans submitted by tbo com¬ 
pany for $170,000 each. 

Four of tbe members of the Board united 
in a majority report favoring the rejection 
of tbo proposition, based on the fact that 
tlio company is now a delinquent In tho 
case of tho submarine boat Plunger, ou ac¬ 
count of which the Government has al¬ 
ready paid $99,710, with no likelihood of 
her completion in tho near future, ff the 
compauy makes satisfactory settlement for 
the Plunger thou tho Board will bo willing 
to build oue ot the larger boats, but not to 
purchase tbo Holland. 

Tbe Chief Constructor, Itear-Admirnl 
Hlchborn, submitted a minority report de¬ 
claring that the majority did not give 
sufficient credit and encouragement to the 
enterprise of tho company. JIo declares 
that tho results obtained with tho Holland 
wore satisfactory, nnd that In view of tho 
small cost of submarine boats tbe Govern¬ 
ment should accept tbe Holland aud order 
two larger boats. 

PHILIPPINE PORTS OPEN. 

Restrictions Bemoveil From tlio Westoru 
Coast,of Fanny. 

Washington, D. C. (.Special).—General 
Otis reported to tbo War Department that 
tbe western const of tlio island of Fanny 
is now open for trade, nnd that tlio const 
of Laguna de Bay and tho neighboring 
sections of tho country will also be opened 
to unrestricted traffic by the cud of tho 
week. 

He also reported several minor engage¬ 
ments with tlio insurgents, in which the 
Amerioau nrms mot with the usual suc¬ 
cess, the enemy lost heavily and a large 
amount of arms and ammunition was cap¬ 
tured.

If ho Is bearing despatches to tho President 
of the United States from tlio President of 
the South African Republic, bo Is acting 
merely as tho personal messenger of the 
latter and has no official status whatever 
iu that capacity in tbe eyes of this Govern¬

We print below an address of 
Hon. John W. Abercrombie, state 
superintendent of education, to the 
teachers of the state. Following 
is the letter: 

Department of Education, 

Montgomery, Ala., Jan. 29, 1900. 
To Teachers in Public Schools: 

Permit me to call your attention 
to the importance of the observ¬ 
ance of special days as a part of 
school work. It is an essential 
part of such work, and in some 
states is so recognized by law. 

The good of pupils demands an 
occasional change. The ordinary 
public school branches become un¬ 
interesting and irksome, unless ac¬ 
companied by moral truths, aes¬ 
thetic principles, and patriotic sen¬ 
timents. While every lesson in the 
daily studies may suggest some 
idea not contained in the fext book, 
it has come to be considered a ne¬ 
cessity that special attention 
should be given to the teaching of 
aesthetics, morality and patriotism 
by the observance of the bithdays 
of great and good men. 

Such occasions should be the 
means of bringing together pat¬ 
rons, neighbors and friends, that 
everybody may be made to partici¬ 
pate in the exercises, and to par¬ 
take of the interest, enthusiasm, 
and fraternal feeling which always 
come from the mingling of people 
at such meetings. 

At this time, when so much is 
being spoken and written about the 
origin and growth of American in¬ 
stitutions and the men who have 
formed a conspicuous part in es¬ 
tablishing and maintaining our 
government, I have thought it to be 
altogether appropriate for the pub¬ 
lic schools of the state to observe, 
with becoming ceremonies, the an¬ 
niversary of the birth of George 
Washington, the great, central, 
guiding force of the revolutionary 
period. This day claims observ¬ 
ance equally With the Fourth of 
July, for the ends proposed by the 
Declaration of Independence were 
accomplished mainly by Washing¬ 
ton’s military skill, firmness and 
patriotism. The government his 
sword was instrumental in estab¬ 
lishing, lie governed wisely as its 
chief magistrate, and when he re 
tired from public life, without a 
stain on his sword, without a blot 


The time has come when those 
interested in good government 
should begin to look over the past 
and see what kind of changes were 
necessary in the near future to cor¬ 
rect the mistakes made in the past, 

I am aware that my plans will meet 
with opposition, but that makes no 
difference to me, my plan is to get 
the people to see now the same 
that was spoken of all over the 
country in the past by those bright 
office-seekers, they told you that we 
must have reforms, but failed to 
tell you what reforms were neces¬ 
sary, in the first place, our criminal 
law requires this change, give an 
offender or violator an immediate 
or speedy trial and let the law fix 
the penalties in every case, and 
make them so heavy that you can’t 
afford to violate the law, and the 
forces in the coal beds will soon 
be on the decrease instead of in¬ 
crease—in the next place let the 
voice of the people be beard and 
have its intended effects, and make 
them responsible for what they dp. 
Let every vote be counted, and be 
preserved for a time, and a strict 
account kept of who you voted for, 
and let this vote record be done by 
all, and recognized by the law as a 
sufficient bond for the party receiv¬ 
ing the plurality of votes, and make 
those parti- s all responsible to the 
state and counties just the same as 
for any other character of taxes, 
and if your friend or choice proves 
to be a defaulter, add to each man’s 
tax in proportion and collect it of 
him as tax are collected, this will 
make you very particular how you 
vote and who you vote for. The 
next reform is a strict cash system 
this will pay your state debt and 
r; ise competition to a high point, 
this will bring prosperity all over 
the land. The next reform is to 
incorporate the state into a free 
school district and have a compul¬ 
sory law, this will take the little 
children off of the streets and 
place them where they will miss 
hearing many lewd tilings that will 
naturally corrupt the young and 
tender mind. Think of it, each of 
these changes is to the tax payers 
advantage and is nothing more nor 
less than the money in his pocket, 
if you pay your public debt and 
educate your children under the 
present laws your taxes will have to 
be raised from what they are at the 
present, but on the other hand with 
these reforms adopted the savings

a single year. Our output in 1899 
was over 244,000,000 tons, which was 
49,000,000 tons more than we mined 
in theprecedingyear. In other words 
our increase in production iff one 
year has been greater than the entire 
average output of any other country 
i n __tbe world during the five years, 
1871-5, excepting Groat Britain. We 
produced last year nearly half as much 
coal as the average annual quantity 
mined in the whole world in the same 
five-year period; and our output in 
1899 was about one-third of the 
world’s production in that year, while 
in 1870 we supplied only seventeen 
per cent, of the world’s output. 


WAS VANDERBILT’S BARBER. 


The mind is bewildered by the con¬ 
templation of its marvelous achieve¬ 
ments in the nineteenth century. If 
time and space signified now what 
they did in 1800, the United States 
could not exist under one government. 
It would not be possible to maintain 
unity of purpose or identity of inter¬ 
est between communities separated 
by such inseparable barriers as Oregon 
and Florida. But time and distance 
are arbitrary terms, ono depending 
on the transmission of thought, the 
other on tho transit of ourselves and 
oui; commodities, our manufactures 
and our harvest. The continent has 
shrunk to a span. The oceans are 
obliterated. London and Paris and 
Pekin and New York are next-door 
neighbors. These vast accomplish¬ 
ments of our race have rendered de¬ 
mocracy possible. Stoam, electricity 
and machinery have emancipated 
millions and left them free to pursue 
higher ranges of effort. Labor has 
become more remunerative. The 
flood of wealth has raised myriads to 
comfort,land many to affluence.

The fire statistics of the Journal of 
ommerco for 1899 make a startling 
■’showing both of the extent of fire de¬ 
struction and‘of its alarming growth. 
Iu the United States and Canada last 
year tiro destroyed property to the 
extent of $130,773,200, an increase of 
more than $17,000,(300 over the losses 
of 1898 and more than $26,000,000 
over those of 1897., Why this enorm¬ 
ous loss ? Especially why this phen¬ 
omenal increase of loss from year to 
year ? In the cities, where nearly 
all the fires occur, we aro supposed to 
be building more and more iu fire¬ 
proof ways, and at the same time Im¬ 
proving our melans of preventing and 
extinguishing fires by the lavish ex¬ 
penditure of money, public and pri¬ 
vate, says the New York World. Is 
iLall to no purpose ? Why is it that, 
(instead of decreasing, our fire losses 
increase so enormously every year ? 
Are the insurance companies in any 
way Aesponsjrtjle ? In their mad com¬ 
petition for ‘‘business” have they un¬ 
wittingly or recklessly put a premium 
upon incendiarism ?

But it behooves society to 
take care that in punishing male¬ 
factors it does not demoralize them so 
that they will leave prison worse than 
when they entered it. If this con¬ 
sideration is lost sight of onr penal 
institutions must become not reform- 
a’ories, but nurseries of degradation, 
promoters of vice. Accordingly, in 
the wisely managed prisons of to-day, 
convicts receive the benefit of com¬ 
mutations for good conduct, religious 
services, wholesome reading, not to 
sirenk of the unspeakable blessing of 
daily work. 


Fataltles Due to Lightning. 

The number of deaths by lightning 
stroke in 1898 was 367 and the number 
of injuries 494. The places where the 
porportion of deaths to total population 
was the greatest were tine Upper IDs 
souri Valley and portions of the Rocky 
Mountain region. The proportion of 
deaths by lightening in the United 
States to the total population is about 
five million, which is higher than the 
average of most countries. 

Nine hundred and sixty-six barns, 
sheds, etc., 735 dwellings, stores and 
office buildings, 95 churches and 
schools and 70 other buildings wore 
struck, 40 were provided with light¬ 
ning rods, 855 were not, and in 952 
cases it could not he ascertained 
whether the building was provided 
with rods or not. 

Nine hundred and sixty-four head of 
cattle, 306 horses, 30 mules, 420 sheep 
and 110 hogs were killed by lightning 
during the year. The total value of 
the stock reported killed was $48,250.

I 
shaved him first In 1868, on Fourth 
avenue, on the east side, between 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
streets.” “Did yoti diWdys shaVe him 
at the shop?” asked the reporter. “No. 

used to go to his house. First I 
went to shave him at Thirty-fourth 
and Park avenue, and later at his new 
Fifth avenue mansion. I shaved him 
every morning at 7:30 before he was 
taken sick. After that I shaved him 
every day at 9:30 a. m. After he had 
the stroke I used to shave him most 
of the time in bed. I always shaved 
him in his bedroom. I used to cut his 
hair—that is, trim It—every eight or 
ten days. I used to cut it short in the 
back and short on top—Jnst left it long 
enough so I could part It on the right 
side. I never put much grease In his 
hair.

Succumbed to the Assassin’s Bullet 
Saturday Evening'. 


BECKHAM TAKES OATH AS EUECESSOR 


Taj lAr Releases Alonzo Walker, and 
Trouble is Temporarily Averted. 
Democrats Select Louisv (lie 
as Seat of Government, 


The bullet fired by 1 BO unknown 
assassin last Tuesday morning ended 
the life of Governor Goebel at 6:40 
Saturday evening. The only, per¬ 
sons present at tho deathbed were 
Governor Goebel’s sister, Mrs. Braun- 
acker, and his brother, Arthur Goe¬ 
bel, of Clncianatl, who have been in 
constant attendance at Governor 
Goebel’s bedside, and Dr. BJcCor- 
Jffack. 

JustilS Goebel, another brother, 
who has been hurrying from Arizona 
as fast as steam could carry him, in 
a vain hope of roaching his dyffig 
brother in time for some token of 
recognition, arrived forty minutes too 
fate. Oxygen was frequently admin¬ 
istered the dying man during the af- 
terneon in an effort to keep him 
glive at least Until his brother arrived, 
but Iff vain. By the cruel irony of 
fate, the train on jvhich Justus Goe¬ 
bel was traveling td Frankfort was 
delayed several hours from various 
causes, and when Mr. Goebel finally 
reached Frankfort It was only to 
learn that his brotlior was dead. 

Among bitter partisans of both par¬ 
ties deep grief is manifested, and al¬ 
ready a movement has been started 
to erect a fitting monument for Gov¬ 
ernor Goebel’s memory on the spot 
Id the state house grounds where he 
was shot.

Beckham Takes Oath of OiEtec# 

Exactly one hour after the death 
of Mr. Goebel Acting Governor J. C. 
W. Beckham Was sworn in as govern¬ 
or of the state, the oath being ad¬ 
ministered by S. J. Shackelford, 
oiei'fc Of the court of appeals. 

J. C. W. Beckham, who was sworn 
in as democratic governor of Ken¬ 
tucky Saturday, is a young man, hav¬ 
ing been born August 5, 1869, at 
Bardstowfl, Ky. Ho was elected a 
member of tire Kentucky house of 
representatives in 18S8. He was re¬ 
elected in 1897 and made the speaker 
of the house In 1898. In 1899 he 
was nominated for lieutenant-govern¬ 
or on the same ticket with Wm, 
Goebel at the Louisville convention. 
In person Governor Beckham is of 
slight physique and of a somewhat 
boyish appearance. He is gifted 
wltjj exceedingly pleasant manner and 
is very p7?°R' ar personally with all 
who know him. 

Armed Conflict Avoided. 

Arriled conflict between the civil 
authorities of Franklin county and 
the national guard of the state of 
Kentucky has been averted,, and nu- 
lees new causes should come to the 
front there is small likelihood that 
the political situation will again be¬ 
come as threatening as it has been 
during the last thirty-six hours. 

Governor Taylor Sunday mornirg 
ordored the releaso of Alonzo Walker 
for the possession of whom Judge 
Moore bad declared tliatShoriff Suter 
would swear in a posse and take pos¬ 
session of the capitol grounds, if 
such an extreme was neoessary. 
While not recognizing in his action 
the existence of the writ of habeas 
corpus which had been sworn out in 
behalf of Walker, Governor Taylor 
by releasing tbe man removed the 
most threatening sign of trouble.

Another Assassination Reported. 

It is reported that Hon. Wm. S. 
Wright, a prominent democratic pol¬ 
itician and ex-member of the legisla¬ 
ture from Knott and Letcher coun¬ 
ties, Ky., was assassinated on 
Boone’s Fork. Five shots were fired 
at him from ambush with Winches¬ 
ters, and two bullets took effect. 


REACHED AN AGREEMENT. 


j£ng'nud and America Settle Nloaragu&xr 
Canal Qaestion. 

The United Slates and Great 
Britain," have reached an amicable 
agreement respecting the operations'' 
of the Clayton-Buiwer treaty as 
affecting the right of construction 
and control by the United States of 
the proposed Nicaragua canal. Great 
Britain sgrees to a modification of 
the Clayton-Buiwer treaty by which 
she practically releases any claims 
respecting a legal control of the Nica¬ 
ragua canal after it shall have been 
constructed. 

The result, therefore, is to elimi¬ 
nate that feature of the treaty bear¬ 
ing on the subject of dual control 
and to leave the United States free 
to construct and thereafter control 
this great fnteroceanic waterway. 


BRYAN’S TRIP 


Will Bo Considered as Opening: tbe 10OO 
Campaign. 

A special from Concord, N- H., 
says: 

At an informal conference held in 
Portland between William J. Bryan 
and his prominent supporters it was 
decided that his eastern trip had 
proved a great success and it was re¬ 
solved that the trip should bo consid¬ 
ered as opening the great campaign 
of 1900. 

The campaigning will be renewed 
immediately in the western and 
northwestern states. As soon as Mr. 
Bryan ends his present eastern trip 
in New Jersey next week, he will 
start for Texas to rejoin his wife and 
children. He will rest for a week or 
two and will be ready for the national 
battle. 


WAVES GIVE UP TIIE DEAD. 


Four More Bodies Washed Aslioro From 
Wrecked Schooner. 

The four remaining bodies of the 
schooner Mclnuis, which was 
wrecked alxhlt a week ago, sailing 
from Galveston, were washed ashore 
on the Mexican coast Sunday, mak¬ 
ing six in all. 

Three are identified as Andrew An¬ 
derson, captain, Galveston; Joe La- 
Boohe, sailor, of Isable, and Paul 
D. Wroford, commission merchant 
of Brownsville, Tex. 

The ship and cargo were valued af 
$8,000, belonged to Brotfosville mer¬ 
chants and are a total loss. 


Judge Key Dead. 

Judge D. M. KeydiedinChattanoo¬ 
ga Saturday, aged 76. Judge Key was 
born in Greon county, Tennessee, 
and was one of tht? most distinguished 
men in the south. He was a colonol 
in the confederate army. He was in 
1870 elected chancery judge of tho 
Third district of Tennessee and held 
that position until 1875, when he 
was appointed United States scnatoi 
to fill the unexpired term of Andrew 
Johnston. At one time he was post¬ 
master-general, and has filled various 
important offices. He was always a 
pronounoed democrat. 

Doable Murder in Louisiana. 

A double murder was committed 
on tho farm of Mr. Bush, one mile 
below GrosseTete Station, Louisiana. 
A colored man named Levy Jones 
and ono of his sons, white at sup¬ 
per, were shot by somo party or 
parties unknown, and died shortly 
afterwards. Jones was a peaceable 
colored man, and no reason is known 
for tho shooting.

Now Painted Upon Tough Brown Paper 
iy. for Portability. 

Except as regards the part that 
mechanism plays, the scenic artists of 
Italy are the best in the world, as ef¬ 
fective painters, and the fact is so well 
recognized in these days of almost all 
scenery being done by contract—a res¬ 
ident scenic artist is getting to be a 
rarity—that a great trade of this sort 
has sprung up between the painters of 
Italy and the managers everywhere. 
And this is particularly so as regards 
companies that come to America. So 
heavy has been the cost of transport¬ 
ing tons of scenery, ahd so exacting 
have the customs officials been of late 
years, that the generality of managers 
at one time found it cheaper to have 
new scenes painted after they arrived. 
But the Italian system has largely 
done away with all this, for it includes 
the painting of the scenery 04 large 
sheets of a peculiarly tough sort of 
brown paper, these being numbered 
and joined together with unerring ac¬ 
curacy. A recent grand opera produc¬ 
tion in this country depended scenife- 
slly upon these sheets of paper alone, 
and not even the oldest playgoer in 
the house could distinguish any pecu¬ 
liarity. Of course, the sheets are 
spread upon canvas in the ordinary 
way, and a “toucher-up” is required 
after they are spread, but the system 
Is imenseful useful when a new pro¬ 
duction is taken from one capital to 
another at a great distance, and the 
Italian artists are sending their sheets 
to managers all over the world.

Henry Clietworth, of San Francisco, 
was speaking the other day to a New 
York Tribune reporter of the Boor war 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, and in the 
course of bis remarks be said: “I not¬ 
ed tbo other day in the newspaper that 
Frederick It. Burnham, in response to 
a request on the part of the English 
Government, is now o» his way to 
South Africa to act as scout for Lord 
Roberts, on whose staff he will be. 

“For iron nol'Ve, coolness in the face 
of imminent danger, and fertility of re¬ 
source in extricating himself from diffi¬ 
cult and wellnigh impossible positions, 
Burnham’s name stands at the head of 
the list of men who have fought the 
different savage races in the course of 
the settlement of South Africa. Orig¬ 
inally from Southern California, Burn¬ 
ham early drifted to Nevada, and later 
to New- Mexico, where lie engaged in 
Indian scouting, an experience that 
was of infinite value to him when pit¬ 
ted against the South African savages. 
When Dr. Jameson went into Mata* 
beleland and conquered the Matabeles, 
about 1804, it was Burnham who saved 
the little command of a thousand then 
from extermination, and made that 
conquest possible. Jameson had made 
his laager for the night (a laager con¬ 
sists of all the wagons arranged ill a 
circle, in the centre of which the cat¬ 
tle are grouped, and the defenders 
shoot at the enemy from Underneath 
the wagons) when Burnham and an¬ 
other scout named Ingham came in and 
reported that the Kaffrs to the number 
of twenty thousand, uudey the com¬ 
mand of Lobongula, wore surrounding 
llietn, and that in the attack which 
Would folio tv Jameson’s langet Would 
be overcome and Wiped out of exist¬ 
ence from sheer force of numbers. The 
situation was desperate, the lASger 
could not then he changed, and nothing 
seemed left l»Ul to put up the best 
fight, they could, albeit a hopeless one. 
Burnham, however, went to dbiiVcihii 
and, saying that there wig'hl still he a 
chance if Lobehgft’ffids force could he 
divided, ashed him for all the blue-fire, 
skyrockets and explosives for signal¬ 
ling purposes that could he spared. A 
wagon was then drawn back, and 
through this opening Burnham and 
Ingham rode out. So astounded Werfe 
.the savages that they did not open fire, 
and tho two men vefffe able to set off 
their HrewortS before a hostile move 
was made. Never before had the Kaf¬ 
firs seen fireworks, and they broke and 
ran for it in every direction-. B'cfdl'O 
LobcnguTa could again gather an at¬ 
tacking force the laager was removed 
to an impregnable position and the 
command saved. How Matabelelaud 
was later conquered is now a matter of 
history.” ' "Y. 

“It seems funny,” said Allen Colby, 
who was present, “that an Uutlander 
of so many years’ SlUmling as Chet- 
worth shc-uld in telling you a story 
illustrative of Burnham miss tile most 
famous act of his life, And oue that lias 
for this last yhhr been daily re-enacted 
at the Vffent Kaffir Show in London. 
When Lobengula again became trou¬ 
blesome tlie English placed a prfch on 
his head, and in an effort b> Secure him 
Major Wilson, With a little hand of 
thirty, went Into Matabele Land. Just 
after crossing the Zambesi River they 
Ml into a trap and found themselves 
surrounded by at least seven thousand 
Kaffirs. Without immediate assistance 
the end was at hand, as every man 
there knew. Across the Zanbesi and 
some distance away was another Brit¬ 
ish force. Burnham and Ingham were 
Wilson’s scouts, and they offered to 
make the attempt to break through. 
Shortly after the start,.however, they 
were surrounded, but Burnham, recog¬ 
nizing the chief in command, rode up. 
and, covering him witli his rifle, order¬ 
ed him under penalty of instant death 
to do them no harm. Holding the chief 
at the point of liis gun while Ingham 
covered his rear, the trio made their 
way to the banks of the Zambesi, every 
warrior remaining where he was, for 
fear of bringing about the death of his 
chief. They then turned the chief 
loose, and, after swimming the river hi 
safety, came up with the other British 
force. The commanding officer refused 
to go to "Wilson’s aid, on the ground 
that his men were then engaged with 
the Zulus. The next day a Kaffir run¬ 
ner brought in word that, like Custer’s 
force at Little Big Horn, Wilson’s 
command had been exterminated. 

“Just after the Jameson raid fiasco 
the Matabeles again broke out. Loben¬ 
gula was by this time dead, and the 
British were ,at their wits’ end to find 
out who was leading them. A captured 
Kaffir finally told them that it was a 
witch doctor who was directing their 
movements. Burnham was asked to 
try and locate and, if possible, capture 
him. Speaking Kaffir perfectly, he 
was able to pick up information, and 
at last heard of a fire dance that was 
to be held on a certain night in front 
of the cave in Which the witch doctor 
lived.

Its Origin Wrapped in Some Obscurity—A 
“Peace-Maker.” 

The early inception of the Gatling 
gun is wrapped in much obscurity. 
Some French critics claim that their 
mitrailleuse antedates it, hut there is 
aboslutely incontrovertible proof that 
not only is this not so, but that the 
French Government made Strenuous 
efforts to secure exclusive control of 
Gatling's invention; failing which their 
competing mitrailleuse quickly follow¬ 
ed the adoption of the doctor’s gun by 
the American authorities. Some good 
Christians have claimed that Dr. Gat¬ 
ling invented his famous Weapon froni 
humanitarian Motives—an argument* 
which has some weight, as we well 
know that a mob, or a regiment even, 
will very quickly get out of range and 
danger when once it is known that 
such a. gjtn fe facing them. The doc¬ 
tor himself calls his invention a “peace¬ 
maker,” but, with the greatest respect 
to him, I do not believe he had any 
idea of saving life or anything of that 
sort in mind while at work upon the 
gun, whatever he may have thought of 
it since. There was a field for weap¬ 
ons, offensive and defensive, the more 
murderous the former the better, and 
from what then existed in fires ruts itiid 
from the fertility of his oWn brain the 
Gatling gun was evolved—the first of 
its kind.

When the first 
lot—paid for by Dr. GatUng-^Was ready 
for shipment ti> General Butler-, the 
factory burned, Ahd with it his hubs 
were destroyed and his hopes blighted. 
Another year and many thousands of 
dollars were spent to remake the pat¬ 
terns and drawings and a new batch 
of guns—a year of heart-burning, 
pinching and sacrifice that many of us-, 
at some tlhie or Another, have ex¬ 
perienced, And therefOrC fill'll sym¬ 
pathize with, the sufferer. General 
Butler used some of these guns on the 
James River, near Rich in end, And the 
way in which Uibi'r inventor cherishes 
the ttfiS'o'rds of the execution wrought 
by them is amazing when one thinks Of 
the humanitarian theories Attributed to 
their origin-.

liCD RICE PUZZLES RAfiTEItS. 


Oi Late Years It Has Increased lA Oi$b 
it-y on the PltinWlfAnr. 

The rice planters and millers of 
southwestern Louisiana are having 
some trouble with the ct-hp 'this sea¬ 
son. Fur sotfifi hhaccouutable reason 
a eohsidLVhbie percentage of it is red. 
This is not the first season that red 
grains have appeared among the white, 
to he sure, but never before has the 
proportion been so large. An exAmind- 
tiou by chemists has All own that tlie 
red rice is equally as nutritious as 
white. The value of tlie article as a 
matter of food Is not in the least in¬ 
jured by tlie red grains. But tlie fact 
remains that the colored grains injure 
tlie sale of the rice they appear in. 
There is a movement on foot among 
the millers looking to tlie removal of 
the prejudice against red rice on the 
part of consumers, but it may Ire doubt¬ 
ed that it will be attended speedily 
with gratifying results. It is very 
hard to remove a prejudice, especially 
when it has to do with the food one 
eats. 

Red rice, it is said, grows more rap¬ 
idly with less cultivation and ripens 
quicker than tlie white variety. Where 
it originated is not known, but supposi¬ 
tion among Louisiana planters is that 
it is the result of careless or insuffi¬ 
cient cultivation of white rice. Once 
a field or plantation begins to show red 
grains it is a matter of extreme diffi¬ 
culty to prevent the red from increas¬ 
ing rapidly, while without losing one 
or more crops it is almost an impos¬ 
sibility to eradicate it. Maturing be¬ 
fore the .white grains, the red vice 
drops seeds to the ground before tlie 
crop is ready to lie harvested. These 
seeds lie during the winter and germi¬ 
nate and grow the next spring. No 
way 1 ms been found to destroy the red 
seeds left on the ground, except to 
permit them to spring up alone and 
then cut down and destroy the plants 
before they have time to reproduce 
other seeds. This, however, is a very 
costly process, and one which is not 
lilceiy to he resorted to often. 

A peculiarity in connection with the 
appearance of red rice in Louisiana 
is tlie fact that it is giving the river 
planters no trouble at all. but is troub¬ 
ling tlie planters of prairie lands ex¬ 
clusively.

liargest Balance in a Quarter of a 
Century —Increase is Over Half a 
Million— ltnilroad Assessments. 
Mine Inspector’s Report. 


t The heavy increase in the tax rate 
ii> 5 t the last general assembly is hav¬ 
ing a telling effect on the condition 
of the state treasury. There is prob¬ 
ably the largest balance in tho treas¬ 
ury now in the history of tho state, 
or at least for the lust quarter cen¬ 
tury. At the close of business Thurs¬ 
day tho balance in the treasury was 
$1,018,716.07. On the corresponding 
date last year tho balance in the 
treasury was $500,172.92, showing a 
gain this year over last of $518,51,8.15. 
This big Increase is largely duo to the 
Special tax levied by the last legisla¬ 
ture for the soldiers and public 
schools. Of tho increase $202,000 
comes from this source. Also includ¬ 
ed in the estimate is $50,000 received 
ftrom tho sale of university lands, and 
$21,840 unexpected interest money. 
These items foot up a total of $812,- 
840, and makes a showing for all of 
the increase savo $171,208. This 
balance in the increase is made up by 
the unexpected balances of the sev¬ 
eral departments. There are $17,- 
566 to tho credit of tho agricultural 
department, and $18,005 to tho credit 
of the convict fund, among the spe¬ 
cial fuhds mentioned above. 

Tax payers have been unusually 
prompt this yoar in settling with tho 
state. The per 'cont of payments is 
much grfeater than at this date a year 
ago. Up to the close of business 
Thursday the receipts from October 
1, 1899, were as follows :

The total receipts to the corre¬ 
sponding date lust yoar from all 
sources wore $1,815,701.21. 

The total disbursements since Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1899, have boc-n $948,314 28, 
as against $920,S81.,58 to the corre¬ 
sponding date a year ago, showing an 
increaso this year over last of $27,- 
482.70. 

Mine Inspoctor’a Report. 

I Chief Mine Inspector Hooper has 
filed his January report with tho" 
governor. The inspector makes tlio 
very gratifying report that no se¬ 
rious accidents occurred in tho mines 
during tho mouth. In the text of 
the report he says: 

’’For the month of January I have 
no fatal accidents to report, and but 
three minor accidents occurrod dur- 
the month. The convict mines con¬ 
tinue their unprecedented record of 
absence from fatal accidents, 

! Hibernians to Aid the Boers. 

' The Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
Dominion of Alabama, will show 
their practical sympathy for the 
Boers in the war which tho latter are 
now waging with tho British, A per 
capita tax of 50 cents will bo sent 
from tho state to the national treas¬ 
urer of tho Hibernians at Washing¬ 
ton for the purpose of adding to tho 
fund that is now hoing gotten up to 
equip a hospital corps for sick and 
wounded Boers. There aro several 
hundred members of the organization 
In this state, and between $300 and 
$500 will bo raised for the fund. 

llaiiroart Assessments. 

Tho state board of railway assess¬ 
ment has concluded its work of as- 
ment for tho next yoar. The board 
is composed of tho governor, tho sec¬ 
retary of stato, tho auditor and the 
treasurer, with the attorney general 
as legal adviser. The work of tho 
board shows an increaso in tho assess¬ 
ments of tho railroad property of the 
state of about three-quarters of a 
million dollars. 

Appropriation Recommended. 

The secretary of the interior has 
rocommonded an appropriation of 
$25,000 for the Alabama Agricultural 
and Mechanical college. 


Two Men Killed By an Explosion. 

j At tho iron mines of Wilson & 
Worthington, at ltoek Run, Foreman 
G. W. Cross and a negro named Gus 
Leach were killed by a premature ex¬ 
plosion. Mr. Cross and the negro 
were preparing to make a blast when 
the explosion occurred. Both of 
them were horribly mangled and in¬ 
stantly killed. 


Alabama’s Coal Output for 1800, 

State Mine Inspector J. B. Hooper 
has almost completed the work of 
compiling figures on last year’s coal 
production in Alabama. From tho 
official figures already at hand, 0,013,* 
520 tons of coal are accounted for. 
This coal came from eighty-six mines, 
which employ 11,529 men. Thoro 
are about fifteen more mines yet to 
be heard from and their returns will 
add fully 600,000 more tons to the 
abovo figures. The out of 1898 was 
0,466,741 tons. It is thus shown 
that last year’s production as ac¬ 
counted for up to date has exceeded 
that of 1898 by 140,785 tons. This 
increaso will go to three-quarters of a 
million tons, so it is expected when 
complete returns come in. Jefferson 
county shows tho greatest produc¬ 
tion, turning out almost two-thirds 
of the state’s output. So far as ac¬ 
counted for its production last yon- 
amounted to 4,150,879 tons, against 
4,032,720 during the year 1898, show¬ 
ing, with incomplete figures in, an 
increase of 117,659 tons. There aro 
yet several Jefforson county mines to 
bo hoard from. 

Addition to Dallas Colton Mills. 

The contract for the erection of tho 
addition to tho Dallas mills in Hunts- 
villo, has boon let to George B. 
Hinman, of Atlanta. Tho addition 
will be as large as the present build¬ 
ing, and will accommodate 25,000 
spindles, as well as 1,250 Draper 
looms of the latest pattern. It is 
understood that the building will bo 
completed by October 1. The addi¬ 
tion will make the Dallas ono of tho 
iurgost mills In the south. Tho new 
machinery will be devoted almost ex¬ 
clusively to tho manufacture of cloth 
for the Oriental trade, a number of 
orders already having been placed 
with brokers for China and Japan. 

R publican Conventions. 

The republican convention of Tus- 
kaloosa county met Saturday. Tho 
six delegates were instructed for Mc¬ 
Kinley as president and William 
Vaughan, of Birmingham, as state 
chairman. Franklin county gave 
Bingham three delegates and Vaughan 
one. Vaughan also carried Cren¬ 
shaw, Genova and Covington coun¬ 
ties. 

Ano'lior Cotton Mill for Anniston. 

The splendid success of the three 
largo cotton mills which Anniston 
already has in operation has caused 
tho inauguration of a movement to 
build a fourth mill, to cost $100,000, 
by homo capital. L. IT. Kaplan 
already has a $1,000 check up for his 
part, and many others have expressed 
their willingness to take 3tock. 

Negro Burned to Death. 

Amos McEklerry, a negro who is 
said to bo 111 years old, was burned 
to death at McKIderry’s station, Tal¬ 
ladega county, lie lived alone in a 
three-room cottage, and being very 
feeble his simple wants has been pro¬ 
vided for for soverul years by mem¬ 
bers of the McElderry family, to 
which he formerly belonged. 

Jsrw Enfcrrpriso in Niw Becalutr. 

A Greater New York company has 
purchased tho site and buildings of 
the old United States Rolling Mill 
Stock company at New Decatur and 
will erect thereon alargo bridgo man¬ 
ufactory. An ordinance has been 
pussod granting the company exemp¬ 
tion from taxation for five years. 

Cut to Doatli. 

At Swanson coal mines, Blount 
county, Adam Jefferson and John 
Hogan, miners, became involved in a 
difficulty in which Hogan was cut to 
death by Jefferson. Jefferson sur¬ 
rendered and claimed that the deed 
■Was done in self defense. 

Negro Rroncher Killed. 

While cutting timber in a s'wamp 
near Cuba, Joo Govin, a negro 
preacher, was struck on the head by 
a falling limb. His skull was crushed, 
death resulting in about two 

hours. _ 

BRIEFLY TOLU. 

The Marion county grand jury re¬ 
turned twenty-five true bills. 

A switch engine ran over Joe Rodg¬ 
ers, a negro, at Blocton, and killed 
him instantly. 

Will Golson, the slayer of Chief 
Deputy Shoriff Warnock, was execut¬ 
ed in Birmingham Friday. 

At the regular monthly meeting ol 
Tuscumbia’s City Council an ordi¬ 
nance was passed providing a tax of 
$1 on every male and $2 on every fo- 
male dog within the city limits. 

Tho Chattahoochee river is higher 
than it has been before in twenty-five 
years. Tho river showed a rise of 20 
feet Sunday, and the gauge showed 
it was still rising at the rate of 18 
inches per hour.

Both Brandies XV j 11 Be Kept Busy With 
Important Matters. 

The first four days of the week will 
he given up to the currency bill In 
the senate and after that measure 1 b 
disposed of thero will be a contest for 
precedence in tho interest of several 
measures. These include tho bills 
for providing for forms of govern¬ 
ment for Hawaii and Porto Rico ( the 
Nicaragua canal bill* and tho resolu¬ 
tion for the seating of Senator Quay 
upon the appointment of the governs 
or of Pennsylvania. Tho currency 
hill Will bo vote3 on Thursday. 

Tho time of tho house will be com¬ 
pletely occupied this week. Monday, 
under tho rules, will be devoted to 
District of Columbia business. On 
Tuesday tho legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, which 
will be reported to the house Monday, 
will be taken up. It is to consumo 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and on 
Thursday tho house will enter upon 
a week’s discussion of tho Porto 
Rican tariff bill. 

SENATORIAL ABERRATION. 

Boer Resolution 1’asscd Through Before 
It AVas Noticed. 

A resolution expressing sympathy 
with the Boors in their struggle 
against Great Britain and urging me¬ 
diation on tho part of the United 
States between the belligerents was 
adopted by the senato Saturday in a 
fit of temporary aberration of atten¬ 
tion. The resolution was offered by 
Mr. Alien, of Nebraska, and wont 
through without attracting tho 
slightest comment from any ono of 
tho dozou or more senators present. 

A minute later, however, at the re¬ 
quest of tho chair (Mr. Frye), Mr. Al¬ 
len consented to a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the resolution wus 
passed and the incident passed amid 
much quiet laughter. 

HANGING IN TEXAS. 

Man Who Hail Been Acquitted Taken 
Out and Lynched. 

A special from Port Arthur, Tex., 
soys: 

When tho 12 :80 train arrived here 
Saturday night a mob of 100 armed 
men met it, and as Peter Sweeney 
stepped off he was seized and taken 
to a telephone pole near by, to which 
he was shortly afterward strung up. 
The rope broke and ho fell heavily to 
the ground. It was patched and 
Sweeny was again swung up; his foot 
were tied to a post behind him. lie 
met death by strangulation. Oil 
February 1 Sweeny, who was a noted 
character of Port Arthur, stabbed to 
death Gus Krumbach. Ho was tried 
and acquitted at Beaumont Satur¬ 
day and came back. 

NEW 1*111 LI 1*1*1 NE COMMISSION. 

President Will Probably Select Ono Dem¬ 
ocrat From tho South. 

Ex-Governor Roger Wolcott, of 
Massachusetts, has wired tho presi¬ 
dent his inability to accept, a position 
on tho now Philippine commission. 
Tho three commissioners already se¬ 
lected are Judge Taft, Prof, Worces¬ 
ter and Col. Charles Denby, the last- 
two having served on the old com¬ 
mission. It is altogether probable 
that tho president will sc- 
lest one member from the south, and 
presumably a democrat. 

Special Couches for Ncgrroes. 

The South Carolina legislature iias 
adopted changes in its “Jim Crow 
car law,’’ which provides separate 
coaches for the white and colored 
races. Instead of having sepurato 
compartments in one coach andUirst 
and second coaches, with different 
fares, as at present, tho new law pro¬ 
vides for one coacli for eacli race, at a 
uniform rate of fare—8 cents-a mile. 
The law goes into effect in sixty days. 

DEMOCRATS MEET JN LOUISVILLE 

ScBslon of tho Legislature Held In the 
Court House. 

The Kentucky democratic legisla¬ 
ture met in Louisville Friday, hav¬ 
ing present in each house a quorum 
of the total membership. Governor 
Beckham made the announcement 
that he is prepared to protect the 
legislators from arrest, and that he 
will do so. 

These developments in Louisville 
mark the first steps towards carrying 
out the plans announced Sunday last 
by the democrats to set up a state 
government in Louisville that have 
been taken since those plans were de¬ 
veloped by the peace agreement.

(Special) —“I 
have only this to say : After maturo 
deliberation, and conference with 
my friends from every section of tho 
state, I have concluded to lot this 
controversy take its duo courso, vig¬ 
orously contesting every incli of 
ground, and upholding the rights of 
the people to the uttermost. If these 
rights be destroyed, the responsibility 
must rest with llioso who sit in judg¬ 
ment. It is due to say lhat eminent 
gentlemen at the Louisville confer¬ 
ence acted in the most perfect good 
faith, from the highest motives of pat¬ 
riotism. 

(Signed.) “W. S. Taylor, 

“Governor of Kentucky.” 

Tiie foregoing proclamation was is¬ 
sued by Governor Taylor Saturday 
night. Tlio deci^ou not to sign the 
Louisville agreement was reached by 
Governor Taylor in the afternoon. 
For over two hours he had been in 
conference with fully 150 prominent 
republicans from all parts of the 
state, including county committee¬ 
men and four republican members of 
the legislature. Tho meeting was 
secret in the extreme. 

From the cnpitol Governor Taylor 
passed to the executive building, 
where lie at once made up and signed 
the following proclamation reconven¬ 
ing the legislature at Frankfort: 

The oxcitementrecently prevailing 
in this city having to some extent 
subsided, and there appearing to-be 
no necessity for tlio general assembly 
to remain in session in London, I do 
hereby by this proclamation recon¬ 
vene the same in Frankfort February 
12, 1900, at 12 o’clock noon.

At Cherry Station, Tenn., Jim Gor¬ 
don, a negro farm hand, enraged be¬ 
cause Mrs. Georgo Rollins, a white 
farmer’s wife, refused to give him 
some money, savagely attacked her 
with a butcher knifo. Her screams 
were heard by her husband, who shot 
the negro twice aud beat out his 
brains with the gun butt. Mrs. Rol¬ 
lins died in a few minutes. 

Bryan to Tour tlio South. 

Hon. W. J. Bryan is iu tho south 
this week. He was in Washington 
Saturday and saw Senator Martin, oi 
Virginia, and Senator Butler, of North 
Carolina, concerning his proposed 
visit.to tho former state Monday and 
to the latter Tuesday.

BULLER AGAIN ADVANCES 


His Army Succeeds in Recrossing- 
the Tugela River. 


Attacks Boers at Two Points, Being 
Checked at One Place, But Taking 
a Hill at tlio Ollier, 


London (By Gable).—General Buffer re¬ 
crossed the Tugela River on Monday morn¬ 
ing and assaulted tho Boor positions on 
he north sido, The British carried sev¬ 
eral positions, and at last accounts were 
Still holding them. 

A dispatch to tho Standard from Spear¬ 
man's Camp says: 

“Tho force under Gonorul Bailer is ngaia 
advancing to tho roller of Ladysmith, and, 
aftor two days of severe llghiing. It may 
fairly he said to havo made a good first 
stop on the road to the beslogotl town. 

“The movomont was begun at an early 
hour on Monday morning by way of Pot- 
gleter’sDrift. The Eleventh Brigade, form¬ 
ing a part of tlio Fifth Division under Gon- 
oral Warren, made a feint nttnok upon the 
kopjes immediately on our trout. The as¬ 
sault was delivered at tho outset under 
cover of naval guo3 on Mount Alice, ami 
subsequently uuder that of field batteries. 

“The infantry advanced steadily toward 
tho Boer Intrenched position at Brakfon- 
toin, and kept the enemy busily employed. 
While this diversion Was bein' made the 
remainder of tho Infantry told off for tho 
attack, who had bivouacked Sunday night 
under Mount Alice, movod along at tlio 
foot of Z wart’s Kop ia tho direction of out¬ 
right. 

“A ponton bridge was thrown across the 
Tugela by tho engineers under the firo of 
tho enemy. The first battalion to move 
ncross In the forenoon was the Durham 
Light Infantry, of Gouoral Lyttloton’.s 
brigade. Thoy advanced against Yaal 
Krantz, which lies on tho most direct road 
lo Ladysmith, and aftor two hours’ splen¬ 
did work they got within charging dis¬ 
tance of the Boers. 

“Tho first of tho kapjos was carried by 
them at the point of the bayonet with the 
utmost gallantry. Almost simultaneously 
tho First Battalion Rifle Brigade cleared 
tho sooond kopje, and, after moving across 
tho long ridge, the bivouacked on tho spot. 

"Tho folnt attack at Potgieter’s Drift, 
having served Its purpose iu preventing the 
concentration of the enemy at the critical 
point, tho Elovonth Brigade fell back to 
the river. 

“In tlie course of the operation both the 
infantry and tho artillery had bean sub¬ 
jected to a severe shell fire. 

“Yesterday (Tuesday) nt 4 in tho after¬ 
noon, tho etiomy, encouraged doubtless by 
their success at .Splon Kop, endeavored to 
recapture tlie position taken by us at Vaal 
Krauts. They wero beaten back, however, 
with loss. 

“Tho shell aud maxim firo poured in by 
the Boors has boon extremely severe, but 
our losses are, comparatively speaking 
small. The Durham Light Intautry took a 
fow prisoners in the course of their charge. 

“The enemy, as usual, fought with tho 
utmost stubboruness. Tho British mnnoou- 
vrlug and tho accuracy of aim on Hie part 
of tho British artillery during tho fighting 
on Monday wero beyond praise. There is 
not tho slightest likelihood that tho Boers 
will succeed In dislodging us from the po¬ 
sitions wo havo gained, a ml the. prospects 
of tho roliof oi Ladysmith aro decidedly 
hopeful.” 


DOER STORY OF THE FIGHTING. 


It Claims That the British IVoro Beaten 
Back in Great Confusion.) 

Boer Head La.aoer, Ladysmith, via Lo- 
rouzo Marques (By Cable).— Sinoe Monday 
tho British with naval and other guns havo 
bombarded our positions on the Upper Tu¬ 
gela. The troofs crossed tho river at tho 
Pont and nt Moletl Drift with the object of 
stormlug oar positions, At tbe former Gen¬ 
eral Burgor boat them hack, and they re¬ 
pressed in great confusion. 

Tlio fighting continues nt Moion Drift 
with tho Standortou and Johannesburg 
commandos. Thoro wero no casualties on 
our side. The cannonade was the fleroost 
yet oxporionood. Thoro was a continuous 
roaring nil daylong,, Tuesday morning lc 
commoncod with an indroused number of 
guns. 

Furthor reports of Monday’s fighting at 
the Upper Tugela River show that the 
British lost heavily at Pont Drift, hut took 
nu unimportant posiliou on a .small kopjo 
on the Molen Drift side. Four Boors were 
killed. Tho British loss is unknown. Thoy 
are still in possession of the kopjo and iho 
big guns have ceased firing. 


TO BUY THE ERIE CANAL. 


Bill Introduced nt Washington For Its 
Purchase For Warships. 

Washington, D. C. (Spoeinl).— Represen¬ 
tative McClelland introdaeod iu the House 
ivhill to authorize tho Secretary of War to 
treat with tho State of Nsw York for the 
purchase of Hie Erie Caual, and appropri¬ 
ating $10,000.030 therefor. Tho Mil author¬ 
izes the Heerotury of War to enlarge tho 
oitiml sufficiently to permit of Its use l>y 
United States war vessols of a displace¬ 
ment of 15,000 tons. 

Tho Seerotary is also authorized to con¬ 
tract for materials and work necessary for 
tho enlargement or such canal, to bo paid 
for ns appropriated from time to time, not 
to succeed in tbe aggregate $75,000,000, 
provided tlmt tbe compensation paid to 
tbo State of New York for its right aud 
title shall be paid out of fees col- 
iocted from vessels using the ennnl 
after tho Government him purchased it, 
and provided-that compensation so paid 
tho Stato shall never ill auv one year ox- 
coed twenty-five percent, oft lie not amount 
of such foes received daring that period. 
Tho bill went to eommitteo on railways and 
canals.

Atlanta, Ga. (Special). — Judge J. II

MURDERED BI INDIANS. 

Scotch-lndian Family, Accused oj 
Witchcraft, Put to Death, 


SHOT DOWN IN NIGHT ATTACK. 


Members of tlio McTuvlsli Family Shot 
as They Escaped From Their Burning 
House—Only Ono Person Escaped — 
Family Supposed to Havo Caused an 
Outbreak of Scurvy. 

Victoria, B. O. (Speoiul). — Word hns 
boon received by the Department of Indian 
Affairs and by Jho poiloo authorities of 
fresh trouble, which Is very serious In its 
characlor, .among tho Indians of Upper 
Liard, probably two-thirds of whom aro 
still resisting tho inroads of civilization. 
Naturally tho progressive one-third of the 
liatlvo population aro subjooled lo consid¬ 
erable persecution, and it is said In ad¬ 
vicos j list rocoivod, brought by way ’"of 
Dense Lake, by special messonger to Indi¬ 
an Agent Todd, that till? has culminated 
in tho murder of soven mombors of a 
Scotch Indian half-brood family or tin, 
name of McTavlsh. 

Tlio story as related by the special mes¬ 
senger ami mail bearer E. T. Rope, who is 
now lu Victoria, indicates that tho original 
murder mny Imvo been followed by the 
killing of Stewart, nn Indian policeman, 
and two companions dispatched from Lake 
Town to arrest the murderers. 

After tho McTavlsh family adopted mauy 
of the customs and beliefs of tho whites, 
tlio enmity of their neighbors became in¬ 
tense. With the eomlug of an epidemic of 
scurvy last fall, the Indians woro ripe for 
sorlous mlschler. Ttvo old women, 
prompted undoubtedly by tho reveugefui 
moffoloo men of the tribe, seized the op¬ 
portunity to start the cry that tho siokuuss 
un i death lull been brought about by 
witchcraft, a term that never fails to cross 
tlio terror of Indians of tho northern wilds. 

A council was held, tho faot being kept 
secret from tho McTivishes, and It was 
agreed that there had b *en no scurvy be¬ 
fore while men enme to the camp. The 
fact was emphasised that tho McTuvIshes 
followed the ways of tho whites, and there¬ 
upon they woro convicted and a ulglit at¬ 
tack on tbom was planuod for ilielr de¬ 
struction. Belting firo to tbe McTavlsh 
dwelling, the savages shot their viotims as 
they escapod. OsiT Sue of the family of 
eight succeeded j;! reaching tho sholtor ol 
tlio forest and ultimately theOasca trading 
camps store of Lake Town. Mr. Pope is 
manager of tlio store. 

„ Constable Stewart, with two men, started 
out at once under the guidance of the solo 
survivor of tho hapless family to arrest the 
murderers and tho trio had not yet re¬ 
turned whon Mr. Pope left I 1 I 3 home. Com¬ 
missioner Porter of Telegraph Creek was 
then preparing to send an effective posse 
lo solve the mystery and take energetic ac¬ 
tion in the case. 


GERMANY TO RUSH HER NAVY. ' 

By 1908 She Is to ltule tlio North See 
end Bent America Twofold. 

Berlin (By Cable).—An American naval 
officer now in Berlin, who enjoys excep¬ 
tional advantages for gathering informa¬ 
tion regarding tho German navy, assorts 
lhat the Gorman Governnlent has made all 
the preparations necessary to finish tho 
construction of tho new warships by 1908, 
instead of 1916, as tho Naval Augmentation 
bill seemingly provides. 

In 1968 the German navy, according to 
this officer, will have thirty-seven battlo- 
shlps, varying from 11,090 to 13,000 tons, 
and thirty large aud forty small armored 
cruisers, thus exceeding In fighting power 
the navy of Franoo. Before the end of 1908 
—still according to tlio sumo informant— 
Germany will bo mistress of tho North Sea, 
and hor'fieet will heat the American more 
than twofold.

There wore 207 sunstrokos 
Monday and 187 Tuesday, The fatal cases 
show a dlmunitioo, but many bodle .3 aro 
decomposing nt tho eemotery, owing to 
the strike of tho grave uiggers for higher 
wagos, Tho maize crops aro scorohed and 
promise only a small ylold. 

Montevideo (By Cable).—Numerous sun¬ 
strokos have occurred here, many proving 
fatal. Tho maize crop is almost totally 
lost.

It isn’t common 
sense for us to send enough goods 
to load a train of cars as long as 
the distance from New York to San 
Francisco, and get nothing back 
but a bundle of paper about the 
size of a cotton bale, but that’s just 
what we have been doing for the 
last four years. In making this 
statement we make d'ue allowance 
for ocean freight paid to foreign 
ship owners; also for amounts 
spent by American visitors to Eu¬ 
rope ; also for dishonesty of impor¬ 
ters and custom officers in placing 
a lower than-actual value on im¬ 
ports.—Missouri World.

llemoving: a Bridge With Electricity. 

A novel moans of tearing down a 
wooden bridge at Clinton, Ind., was 
recently employed. The bridge 
crossed tbo Wabash river, and was 
constructed of .wood, with stone piers 
and abutments, having a total length 
of 735 feet. In constructing a new 
bridge it was necessary to remove the 
old structure without injuring tho 
stonework. It not being found possi¬ 
ble to take down the bridge in tha al¬ 
lotted time, heroic measures were de¬ 
termined on, and it was decided to 
use electricity to burn through the 
chords. To cause the collapse of tho 
three spans, 27 timbers, each nino 
inches squaro, had to bo out through, 
and this was accomplished by looping 
over them pieces of iron resistnuco- 
wiro, stretched by sash weights, 
through which a heavy current was 
passed. It took an hour and 40 min¬ 
utes to wreck each of the three spans, 
and an examination of the timbers 
showed that the wire had burned 
down five inches on the sidos before 
the timbers broke. The cut made was 
quite sharp, and the wood was charred 
only for about one inch in depth.

THO ONLY FOOT COVERING FIT FOR 
A HUNTER TO WIAR. 


A Business of Which Maine Has Nearly a 
Monopoly-Material Used Since Moose- 
hide Became Scarce—What Shoepacks 
and Larigans Are 


When the silent Indian ranged the 
forests in New England in quest of the 
game that was his source of susten¬ 
ance, says the Boston Globe, he wore a 
foot covering which made his tread as 
soft as a wildcat’s—a shoe called a 
moccasin, shaped to bis foot from a 
single piece of green moosehide, sewn 
to a smaller piece at (lie top of the foot 
With the sinew T s of a deer. 

Centuries have passed since tho sav¬ 
age first fashioned this shoe, but to 
this day a better foot covering for the 
hunter lias never been devised. Hunt¬ 
ers’ boots of various kinds are made 
and sold to city men who go into the 
woods after big game, but none of 
them equal for softness of tread flic 
moccasin, which .to-day is made in 
Just the same style as In the days when 
the savage reigned supreme through¬ 
out the land. Men have devised ma¬ 
chinery for making shoes, but the ma¬ 
chine lias never been made that can 
fashion a moccasin as well as it can be 
shaped by hand. 

In only a few places in this country 
are moccasins now made, and most of 
these places are in New England. The 
art of making good moccasins has 
been preserved by the Indian tribe at 
Oldtown, Me., and from their progeni¬ 
tors and other Indians, who come from 
Canada into Maine to hunt, the art of 
making a really good hunting moc¬ 
casin was first caught by white men. 
So well are moccasins made in Maine 
that those supplied the Western In¬ 
dians by the Government are made in 
the city of Bangor. Not only are moc¬ 
casins sent from Maine to tho West 
for the Indians, but Uncle Sam’s scouts 
in the West and in Alaska, where moc¬ 
casins aro needed in the service, for 
use on snow, with snowshoes, get their 
footwear from Bangor. 

None of these moccasins are made of 
moose hide nowadays, the material be¬ 
ing chiefly oil tanned “neat’s hide,” 
which is cowhide. This turns the wa¬ 
ter as well as moosehide, and wears 
almost as well. Tile leather is well 
saturated with fish oil, which gives it 
a strong smell, but imparts virtues that 
assist in repelling snow water, which, 
will penetrate ordinary leather very 
quickly. 

The tannage Is known as “Indian 
Tan.” Not only are moccasins made 
from this oiled tanned leather, but 
other articles of footwear that may 
properly be called offsprings of the 
moccasins swell as the slioepack, and 
the larrigan. 

The slioepack is a moccasin with a 
slioetop made of tlie same sort of ma¬ 
terial as the bottom, and laced. The 
origin of the word is not clear, though 
it is ascribed to the vernacular of lum¬ 
bermen in upper Canada, around Lake 
Superior. It was brought into Maine 
by the Canadians, and lias become a 
part of the local vocabulary in the 
northern part of tlie State. A city shoe- 
dealer would be at a loss to know 
what a customer wanted should lie de¬ 
mand to be shown a slioepack. Iu 
northern Maine these useful articles of 
footwear, based on the Indian’s moc¬ 
casin, are displayed outside every 
store where lumbermen’s or hunters’ 
supplies are sold. 

The larrigan is a moccasin with a 
boot top, and for wear in tne deep 
snow is highly esteemed by many. It 
is a Canadian article of footwear, and 
the name seems to have become as 
much a part of the local Maine vocabu¬ 
lary as slioepack. Its origin, however, 
is not so clear. 

While native hunters In Maine wear 
all three of the foot-coverings describ¬ 
ed they prefer the moccasin for all¬ 
round wear. It is light, noiseless, easy 
to tlio foot, and wears well. In winter 
it is worn over three or four pairs of 
stockings, and a pair or legglns, also 
knit. This makes a bundle of woolen 
stuff covering the foot, and maintains 
warmth even in tlie coldest weather. 

Not a lumberjnan or guide in Maine 
is to bo seen in winter without his leg- 
gins. They are as much a part of bis 
wardrobe as his hat. They are thick 
and warm, and when strapped around 
tlie leg below the knee with a piece of 
tape arc snow proof. These leggins 
are knitted by the women in the 
French settlements in northern Maine 
iu great numbers, and retail in the 
stores at 75 cents a pair. If the amount 
of woolen yarn in them were employ¬ 
ed in making factory-knit stockings 
such as are sold in the cities, the qann- 
tity in each leggin would make a doz¬ 
en pair. With his leggins on, aud his 
moccasins, slioepacks or larrlgans over 
them, tlie woodman cares not liow 
deep the snow may be. When it gets 
too deep for walking be gets out bis 
snowshoes, and on these skims tlie sur¬ 
face of tlie white covering of earth as 
easily as a rabbit. 

Owing to tlie restrictions that have 
been placed on the hunting of moose 
there are not so many moosehide moc¬ 
casins to be seen in Maine now as in 
years past, when moose were bunted 
by the Oldtown Indians and others for 
their hides. All the liiooseliides secur¬ 
ed now in a season iu Maine would not 
cut 2,000 pairs of moccasins if each 
was used. As most of the bides taken 
by sportsmen are sent out of tlie State, 
it will se seen that tbo supply for moc¬ 
casin leather is small at the best. This 
makes the leather tlie more prized. 

There arc but three shops outside of 
Bangor where a business is made of 
the manufacture of moccasins. They 
are all in tlie region around the west 
branch of the Penobscot below Twin 
Lakes. In these shops, which are 
small places, two or three men are em¬ 
ployed to make moccasins for sports¬ 
men and lumbermen. The supply of 
moosehide being small, most of the 
moccasins are made of “neat’s hide,” 
and sewed with deer skin, cut into 
strings. 

The process of preparing the deer 
hide for sewing the moccasins is an in¬ 
teresting one. The skin of the deer is 
cured as “raw hide,” and cut iuto nar¬ 
row strips while wet. These strips are 
strung on nails and allowed to dry. 
They are then transparent, but stiff. 
Before using they are placed in a bot¬ 
tle, with both ends out, and the bottle 
is tilled with water. After soaking for 
some time they become perfectly plia¬ 


ble, while the ends remain hard. These 
ends, are shaped when the strips,’or 
strings, as they are now, are needed 
for sewing, and form needles to sew 
with. 

Cutting a moccasin is a simple affair. 
There are but two patterns, one for 
the sole, which is also the sides after 
being shaped, and tlie other for the top 
sides. The relative size of the patterns 
for these two pieces is about seven to 
one. No last is used in making a moc¬ 
casin. The toe Is gathered up around 
tlie small top piece and crimped, stitch 
by stitch, a special kind of stitcli be¬ 
ing employed. When the entire toi of 
tlie shoe has been made a stick with a 
round end is introduced, and the toe is 
further shaped by pounding. The heel 
is then closed up, and a small ear is 
left at the bottom by cutting from the 
heel itself a short strip, that is used 
for pulling the moccasin on. When 
thus shaped the shoe is complete, ex¬ 
cept for the string, which is introduced 
through holes in the top made with a 
punch. This string puckers the top of 
the moccasin, drawing it around the 
foot, and is tied over the instep. When 
properly tied a moccasin cannot slip 
off. 

The majority of moosehide mocca¬ 
sins made iu Maine now are for sum¬ 
mer wear in dry weather, or for use 
as slippers in the house. They are soft 
tanned with a glove finish. The tan¬ 
ning is done in New Hampshire, all the 
skins used in Maine being sent tfiere 
to bo cured. The outer surface is 
buffed and colored like buckskin. Moc¬ 
casins made from this are very warm. 
As a summer slioe in tlie woods they 
are well-nigh perfect. 

When shod with moccasins the hunt¬ 
er can feel every twig he stops on, and 
if lie is tracking deer or moose he 
makes no more noise than if barefoot¬ 
ed. Should he step on a twig he can 
raise his foot before it breaks and thus 
prevent its snapping. In still hunting 
this is very important, as the snap of 
a twig will apprise game in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the hunter as effectually as 
the discharge of a gun. The guide who 
takes you into tlie woods sums up tlie 
argument for the moccasin as follows: 

“These dude hunters come down 
here in what they call a ‘hunting cos¬ 
tume,’ aud they don’t get nothing. They- 
wear shoes with nails in ’em and soles 
as thick as your hand, or they have 
what they call ‘hunting boots.’ Might 
as well go hunting on a freight train. 
Give me a good, soft, neat hide mocca¬ 
sin or a slioepack, end I’ll show ’em 
what’s what in getting through the 
woods without making noise. I tell 
you tlie old Indians knew their busi¬ 
ness, and it ain’t any use trying to im¬ 
prove on wliat they wore.” 

The moccasin idea has been employ¬ 
ed successfully in Bangor in the manu¬ 
facture of dainty bedro^ju slippers for 
women, made like moccasins, but with¬ 
out tlie strings. These are made of 
elk’s bide, very soft and warm and 
very much like moosehide. They are 
trimmed with beaver, the remnants 
from furriers’ cutting tables being 
used, and when ready for sale, with a 
bit of embroidery ou the top piece, tlnJy 
are a temptation to any woman who 
sees them. 


AMERICAN GIRL IN LONDON. 


SHADES OF CRUSOE! 

His Island Now Deseerated by a German 
Canning Factory. , 


The government of Chile has recent¬ 
ly leased the Island of Juan Fernan¬ 
dez, sacred to the memory of Kobinson 
Crusoe, to a firm of Germans, who 
have erected a canning factory' and are 
putting up fish, lobster and crabs for 
the South American market. They al¬ 
so have herds of cattle and goats on 
the ranges and ship a good deal of 
fresh beef to Valparaiso. Tlie goats 
are raised for their skins, and are de¬ 
scended from tlie animals that fifrhisli- 
ed food for Robinson Crusoe. 

Tlie island is situated about 400 miles 
west of Valparaiso, and tho lessees 
send a sailing ship back and forth with 
regularity. There is quite a town at 
Cumberland Bay, composed of their 
employes. Occasionally parties of 
sportsmen from Chile go over to Juan 
Fernandez for shooting, and it is a 
favorite resort for naval vessels, as it 
offers a good opportunity to give the 
men liberty without exposing them to 
the temptations of city life. The isl¬ 
and is about twenty-three miles long 
and ten miles wide at the broadest 
part, and is covered with beautiful hills 
and lovely valleys, the highest peaks 
reaching an elevation of 3,000 feet. 
Tlje landscape and many of its topo¬ 
graphical features are correctly de¬ 
scribed in the story, but Defoe located 
it in the Caribbean Sea, near Trinidad. 
The story of Robinson Crusoe follows 
closel.v tbe experience of Alexander 
Selkirk, as related by him to Daniel 
Defoe, after ills return to England. 

Selkirk was tlie son of a shoemaker 
and tanner, a man of means at Lergo, 
Fifeshire, Scotland, and was born in 
1070. Being a wayward boy, be ran 
away from borne and took to the sea 
early in life. In 1701 he was sailing 
master or chief mate of tlie Cinque 
Ports, one of a licet of privateers sent 
out from England to tlie South Seas 
under Captain Dnmpliir. After the 
death of Captain Charles Pickering, 
who was friendly to Selkirk. Lieuten¬ 
ant Thomas Straddling was appointed 
to command the vessel, and, while 
cruising along the shores of Mexico 
had a quarrel with his first mate, 
which grew fiercer and fiercer until 
the vessel reached Juan Fernandez, 
where Selkirk was marooned for mu¬ 
tiny. He was sent ashore with his sea 
chest and all of his effects, and fur¬ 
nished with tools, arms and ammuni¬ 
tion so that he might sustain himself. 
The shores abounded with flsli and the 
mountains with goats, so that there 
was no danger of starvation, and Sel¬ 
kirk relates in his journal that as time 
wore on he became reconciled to his 
situation and was "monarch of all lie 
surveyed.” Tlie faithful Friday was a 
Mosquito Indian from Nicaragua who 
had been abandoned at .Tuan Fernan¬ 
dez by the captain of his ship, who 
landed there for fresh water and fresh 
meat some weeks after the arrival of 
the Cinque Ports. 


Water-proof Sleeping Bag. 

A Canadian lias designed a water¬ 
proof sleeping bag for cold climates 
which is made of sheet metal, with a 
hinged cover to close tightly over the 
opening, ventilation being obtained by 
means of holes in the sides of the bag. 


Miss Sccor, as Mrs. Dovrar, Will Be 
Lady Mayoress of the Big City. 

An American girl will be lady may¬ 
oress of London. The details of the 
story afford quite the most Interesting 
subject for chatter among all the do¬ 
ings of American society folk at home 
or abroad. A convincing instance of 
the foresight and shrewdness of the 
American girl is shown in her recent 
disposition, now that she has the habit 
of marrying foreigners quite firmly 
established, to look .for something be¬ 
sides titles. In engaging herself to 
Thomas Dewar of London, Miss Rosa¬ 
mond Secor of New York has done no 
more than follow the example of Miss 
Mary Loiter, who once married clever 
George Curzon, with no title in sight. 
At present Miss Leiter i3 Lady Curzon, 
and fs vlcerine of India. Not having 
sought’ a title, she has secured it, and 
much more. Miss Rosamond Secor, 
who is doubtless also far-seeing, is to 
marry, according to a report now con¬ 
firmed by her friends in this city, Mr. 
Thomas Dewar, merchant and politi¬ 
cian. He is 50 years old and one of 
the richest merchants in London. He 
has been a member of the London 
county council, and in 1897 and 1898 
was sheriff of London. This places 
Mr. Dewar in line to become lord 
mayor, and as there is little danger in 
London of departing from the prece¬ 
dent, this practically assures the posi¬ 
tion of lady mayoress of the greatest 
city in the world for the charming 
New York girl who is now Miss Secor. 
Later there may come a title. In any 
case there will be position, pomp and 
influence, for it is by no means a com- 
monplaco thing to he mayor of Lon¬ 
don, and the lady mayoress is regarded 
as the city’s queen. Miss Secor is _,a 
beauty and favorite at home. Her 
father was the late William H. Secor, 
a New York lawyer, and the family 
residence is on West Eighty-second 
street, near Riverside drive. Miss 
Secor is but 20 ^ears old, and repre¬ 
sents a thoroughly American type of 
beauty. Artists delight in painting 
her dark eyes and hair, with her un¬ 
usually fair complexion, and tyie pose 
of her head is singularly attractive. 
Early last summer Miss Secor went to 
England with a party of friends. As 
she arrived in the height of the Lon¬ 
don season she was immediately re¬ 
ceived in society, where she was made 
much of because of her personal 
charm. She met Mr. Dewar shortly 
after her arrival, and the engagement 
just announced Is the result of the ro¬ 
mance then immediately developed.— 
Now York Herald.

The 
superficial sleep rettocts more tbe sen 
satiousof everyday, while the droams 
of deep sleep are moro continuous, 
more logical, farther from reality, and 
have more to do with one’s earlier 
existence.

OiSPENSARY A LIVE ISSUE IN JEFFERSON 

Woman Accidentally Killed in Jack- 
son Count y—Conductor Graham 
Drops Dead—Verdict for $25,- 
900—Other State News. 


Captain Graham Dies Suddenly. 

Captain J, P. Graham, conductor 
on the Southern railway, between 
Florence and Tuscumbia, dropped 
dead in a barn at his home in Flor¬ 
ence. 


Henry Comity for Vauglmn. 

The Henry county Republican con¬ 
vention has instructed its delega¬ 
tion to the State Republican conven¬ 
tion for ffm, H. Vaughan for chair¬ 
man of the state executive commit¬ 
tee. 


Verdict for $25,000. 

The fifth trial of the celebrated 
case of Danforth and Armstrong vs. 
The Tennessee and Coosa Railway 
was concluded in the circuit court at 
Gadsden Friday, the jury rendering 
a verdict (or $25,900. 


The Easley Southern. 

All of the $200,000 stock in the 
Ensley Southern railroad, which will 
be constructed between Parrish, 
Walker eounty, and Ensley, Jeffer¬ 
son county, about thirty miles in 
length, has been subscribed and the 
perfecting of the organization will oc¬ 
cur within another week. 

Woman Accidentally Killed* 

A sad accident occurred on Lowo 
Johnson’s farm, near Hollywood, a 
few days ago, a young lady being shot 
and killed. The young lady was a 
daughter of Mr. Reuben Carter, a 
farmer of Jackson county. She went 
to pay a call to the family of Mr. 
Crawford. Mr. Crawford’s little boy 
went to get a gun to show her, when 
it was accidentally discharged, the 
load entering her face. She lingered 
in great agony until next day, when 
death relieved her of her suffering. 


Accident Cans Ml Dr.’Green's I)ea(b. 

Correct information as to the death 
of Dr. D. C, Green, who was re¬ 
ported to have committed suicide at 
his home near Florence, shows that 
his death was the result of an acci¬ 
dent. The doctor had gone to the 
roof of his kitciien to repair some 
loose shingles, and in coming down 
his foot slipped and ho fell off the 
ladder, striking on a brick on the 
ground. He was assisted into the 
house and died within a few minutes. 


Dispensary a Live Issue. 

The following resolutions wore 
adopted at a meating held in the 
rooms of the Young Men’s Christian 
association, Birmingham, and it 
means that the dispensary question 
will be made a very live issue during 
the forthcoming campaign : 

“Whoreas, Undor the existing plan 
for holding the primary election by 
the democratic party in Jefferson 
county on April 14 next, the voters 
are not pormitted to vote direct for 
candidates for the house Of represent¬ 
atives and senato of Alabama; and 

“Whereas, This plan is very unsat¬ 
isfactory to a large numberof voters; 
and 

“Whereas, The democratic exec¬ 
utive committee of Jefferson county 
is called to meet February ,21; there¬ 
fore 

“Be it resolved, That the friends of 
the dispensary system respectfully 
but earnestly request the said com¬ 
mittee to 'so change the plan under 
which the primary will be Held as to 
permit a direct voto on all candidates 
for the general assembly of Ala¬ 
bama. 


• Robbins- Aid rich Contest. 

The .committee on elections of the 
house lias submitted a report on the 
election contest case of Robert F. 
Aldrich vs. GastOn F. Robbins, from 
the Fourth congressional district of 
Alabama. The report recommends 
the Sealing of Aldrich, the republi¬ 
can. The majority report is signed 
by the six republicans of the com¬ 
mittee, while the minority report is 
favored by the three democrats. This 
is the third time Aldrich ha; con¬ 
tested, and every time he alleged 
fraud in Dallas county. No date has 
been fixed for argument of the case. 


New Mining Company. 

The Tredegar Brown Ore and 
Mining company was organized at 
Anniston with $10,000 capital. J. W. 
Comer, of Savannah, is president and 
treasurer, and R. H. Cobb, of An¬ 
niston, vice president and general 
manager. The company has pur¬ 
chased extensive iron ore properties 
near Jacksonville, 


BACK TAXES ON SCHOOL LANDS. 


Property of tlio University in Jefferson 
Held Liable. 

Tax Commissioner R. P. Wetmore 
has instituted proceedings to collect 
taxes on the university lands in Jef¬ 
ferson county for the last five years, 
which, if sustained by law, will 
amount to almost $10,000. In ac¬ 
cordance with the act creating his 
office, he has notified J. B. Francis, 
tax collector of the county, to collect 
from the board of trustees of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama taxes on 13,560 
acres of land, valued at $12.50 per 
acre for the years 1895, 1896, 1897, 
1898 aDd 1899. 

Notice was served on Robinson 
Brown, secretary, and James E. Webb, 
chairman of the executivo board of 
trustees, and on Governor Johnston, 
who accepted service as ox-officio 
chairman of the board, who waived 
copy. 

It has been understood that all 
property belonging to the university 
was exempt from taxation, the uni¬ 
versity being a state institution, and 
under the control of the governor and 
a board appointed by him. Mr. Wet- 
more, however, takes a different view 
of the matter, and has undertaken to 
collect back taxes for the past five 
years. 

Many Aspirants For Wheeler’s Seat. 

In the event General Wheeler does 
not become a candidate again for 
congress, there will be a lively time 
in the Eighth district. Madison 
county will support the candidacy of 
Judge William Richardson. Jackson 
county will present the name of Hon. 
Jesse E. Brown. Morgan will pre¬ 
sent the name of Hon. Samuel Black- 
well. Colbert, the name of Hon. W. 
H. Sawtelle, and Lauderdale the 
name of Paul Hodges, to the con¬ 
gressional convention, which will 
meet in Decatur. 


Walker County’s Primary. 

Nows from Jasper Sunday was to 
the effect that all but five small beats 
have been hoard from. It is a cer¬ 
tainty that Tom Long is tho nominee 
for representative, and it is estimat¬ 
ed that his majority will exceed 500 
votes. The senatorial campaign was 
not a leading issue in the primary, 
but it was understood that both the 
leading candidates for representative 
were Morgan men. 

In the race for sheriff Gurtery re¬ 
ceived thus tar 456 votes; Higgins, 
721; Moore 1,217. 


Dale County Carried by Oates. 

On account of the cr'romely cold 
weather, a light voto was polled in 
Saturday’s democratic primary in 
Dale county. Acroe for senator and 
Garner for represonative, both pro¬ 
nounced Oates men, were nominated 
by large majorities, the exact figures 
not yet being available. This insures 
General Oates three votes In the dem¬ 
ocratic legislative caucus for United 
States senator, his other vote being 
from Coffee county. 

Settlement is Expected. 

It is learned on high authority that 
tho litigation over the ownership of 
the East and West railroad is rapidly 
shaping itself so that a settlement 
will soon be accomplished whereby 
the Kelly lieirs will soon rbcoivo an 
undisputed title to the property. 
With this end in view it is said that 
the Kellys are now figuring on ex¬ 
tending the line from Pell City to 
Birmingham, a distance of about 
thirty-five miles, so as to give it an 
outlet. 

CMlton Populists to Hold Primary. 

The populists held a meeting at 
Clanton and decided to have a pri¬ 
mary election on March 15, with the 
final count March 17, to select county 
officers. 


RICH GOLD FIELD. 

Much Excitement Over Recently Dis¬ 
covered Texas Mine. 

The San Antonio Daily Express has 
received from its special correspond¬ 
ent at Marathon, Tex., tho following: 

“Have just arrived from the now 
Cinnabar district in Brewster county, 
where discoveries of gold of wonder¬ 
ful richness have been made, and 
great excitement prevails. Over 800 
claims have been located. I met a 
number of eminent mining engineers 
on the ground, including Puffer of 
Boston, and Jenny of Washington. 
The district is said to rival in rich¬ 
ness and extent the New Almaden 
finds-of California.” 


PLAGUE AT MANILA. 


Thirty-Two Deaths Have Resulted* 
Half of Victims Being Chinese. 

Out of a total of fifty-one cases of 
suspected bubonic plague in Manila, 
forty-two proved genuine and thirty- 
two deaths resulted, half of them 
being Chinamen. There were twelve 
cases during the past week, mostly 
within tho walled city, and a hundred 
inspectors under the superintendence 
of a health officer, Major Edie, are 
enforcing the sanitary regulations. 
Thirty of the inspectors are China¬ 
men, who have been furnished by th* 
Chinese merchants. 

The health department census 
shows the population of Manila is 
about 190,000, including 81,000 
Chinese. 


STEAMBOAT SINKS. 


Two Negro Deck Hands Drowned—Much 
Cotton Lost. 

The steamer New Mattie, of Mem¬ 
phis, sprung a leak and sank in Wild 
Goose Bayou, near the mouth of 
White river, Saturday night. Two 
negro deck hands were drowned. The 
general merchandise portion of the 
cargo is a total loss, while 356 bales 
of cotton consigned to Memphis will 
probably be saved. No estimate of 
the property loss is given. The New 
Mattie has broken in two and will not 
be raised. 


TO MEET AT Fit A NIC FORT. 


BRIEFLY MENTIONED. 


James D. Snodgrass lias been in¬ 
stalled as mayor of Scottsboro. 

At a meeting of Anniston citizens 
interested in the proposed now cotton 
mill it was shown that half of the 
$100,000 necessary to build a mill 
has been raised. 

It is stated that tho Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and railroad company lias 
purchased the Bessemer rolling mill 
and w il at an early date operate the 
plant. The fact leaked out at the 
meeting of the Bessemer Land and 
Improvement company. 

At a citizens’ meeting at Eutaw 
Wednesday a committee was named 
to solicit subscriptions for a cotton 
mill. 

It is now definitely known that 
Judge John Bruce wilt preside over 
the forthcoming term of the United 
States court, which begins in B.r- 
mingham March 5. Judge Bruce is 
reported as very much improved in 
health. Active preparations are be¬ 
ing made for the ooming court, 


Democratic Legislators Formally Decide 
to Do So. 

The democratic legislators got to¬ 
gether a quorum in each house Sat¬ 
urday and adopted a concurrent reso¬ 
lution adjourning the general assem¬ 
bly to meet at Frankfort Monday, 
Governor Beckham will remain in 
Louisville until the case by which it 
is hoped to settle the title t« the 
office of governor is decided by tho 
court of appeals. 


Harrell Not Indicted. 

The grand jury at Louisville, Ky., 
Saturday refused to indict State Sen¬ 
ator S. B. Harrell, on'Jolin H. Whal- 
len’s charge of obtaining money by 
false pretenses. This prosecution 
followed Senator Harrell’s statement 
before the democratic caucus that 
Whallen had attempted to bribe him 
to keep him away from the caucus 
and had paid him $4,500 for this pur¬ 
pose. 

Will Reduce Force in Cuba. 

Secretary Root has determined to 
continue tho policy begun by General 
Leonard Wood of reducing the force 
of United States troops in Cuba, and 
during the coming spring there will 
be a heavy reduction of the forces 
unless there should be some change 
in present conditions. 

Clarksdate, Miss., Has Big Fire. 

A fire which started in tho rear of 
Bacot &Co.’s general store, at Clarks- 
dale, Miss., destroyed sevon brick 
stores is the business portion of the 
place, entailing a loss of about $57,- 
000 . 


Two Men Killed In an Explosion. 

Two men were instantly killed 
and three frightfully injured by the 
explosion of a locomotive boiler in 
the Santa Fe round house at Topeka, 
Kan. The dead are: John Heustis, 
boiler maker; Felse Linde, fireman. 
The explosion was caused by com¬ 
pressed air which was to be used as 
motive power. 


Appropriation Bill Passed. 

Late Saturday afternoon the houso 
passed the legislative and judicial 
appropriation bill, after having it 
under consideration four days. 


Great Family Ralsera. 

Jesse Edwards, aged 85 years, a 
veteran of the Seminole war, whose 
home is at New Market, is the father 
of twenty-one living children, and 
his son, Kenny Edwards, has at this 
writing sixteen children, and is in 
splendid health. Jesse Edwards i6 
86 years old, and there is not a de- 
cayed tooth in his head. 


CURRENCY BILL PASSED. 

Tho Senato Acts on the Substitute For the 
House Currency Bill. 

The senate substitute for the house 
currency bill was passed by the sen¬ 
ate by the decisive majority of 46 to 
29. Prior to the final passage of the 
bill amendments were considered un¬ 
der tho ten minute rule. Only two 
of these amendments were adopted, 
viz: One offered by the finance com¬ 
mittee keeping the door open to in¬ 
ternational bimetallism, and one by 
Mr. Nelson, of Minuesota, providing 
for national banks with $25,000 capi¬ 
tal in towns over 4,000 in population. 

The bill passed consists of ten sec¬ 
tions. It provides that the dollars 
of 25 8-10 grains of gold, 9-10 fine, 
shall bo the standard of value, and 
that all forms of United States money 
slial 1 be maintained at a parity with 
it; and that treasury notes and green¬ 
backs shall be redeemable in gold. 

The secretary of the treasury is to 
set apart a fund of $150,000,000 in 
gold for the redemption of theso 
notes and to maintain this fund at a 
figure not under $100,000,000, he is 
empowered to sell bonds of the Unit¬ 
ed States, bearing interest at not ex¬ 
ceeding 3 per cent. 


Favorable Report on Nicaragua Bill. 

Chairman Hepburn, o! the house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, Saturday submitted the 
report of the commilteo in favor of 
the Hepburn bill for constructing the 
Nicaraguan canal. ' 


ATTKMUTED MURDER. 


Woman Shoots a State Senator at Ray¬ 
mond, Mies. 

Stato Senator R. L. Bradley was 
shot and slightly wounded at Ray¬ 
mond, Miss., by Mrs. Ida Bolls, who 
alleges that Bradley had failed to 
keep faitli in a promise to marry. 
Senator Bradley was seated at dinner 
in the hotel, when the women en¬ 
tered the dining room and fired at hie 
head, tho bullet entering the back of 
the neck and inflicting a 
painful, though not fatal, flesh 
wound. Mrs. Bolls then attempted 
tO’Commit suicide by stabbing her¬ 
self, but was prevented. 


DARNING NEEDLE KILLED IIER. 


A Woman Found Murdered in Bed With 
Her Husband. 

Mrs. Wm. J. Garland, wife of a sa¬ 
loon proprietor in Phoebus, Va., was 
found murdered in her bed by her 
husband, who lay beside her. An 
autopsy developed the fact that she 
had been stabbed just below the left 
breast with a darning needle, and so 
scientifically was it clone that it 
struck the heart in the center, caus¬ 
ing instant death. The husband re¬ 
ported the murder and he was ar¬ 
rested, charged with the crime. 


BRITISH ENTER KIMBERLY. 


Two Thousand Break Through—The Fed¬ 
erate Captured Much Booty. 

A cn.ble dispatch from Pretoria 
says: It appears from further re¬ 
ports of Saturday’s fighting at Ja- 
cobsdal that 2,000 British troops got 
through the federal position at Mod- 
der river and entered Kimberly. 

The federals intercepted the rear 
guard of the British and captured 
great booty, many oxen and a num¬ 
ber of prisoners. 


Head Blown Off. 

Pete Hickey, who shot and killed 
Maggie Jones and seriously wounded 
Tom Billingsley, at the home of Liz¬ 
zie Kirklin, near Paint Rock, Tenn., 
was found dead hi tho woods near 
the scene of the tragedy. Hickey 
had the top of his head blown off. It 
is said to have boon done with a shot 
gun at close range and the general 
opinion is that he committed sui¬ 
cide. 


A Double Tragedy. 

In a row at McMinnville, Tenn., 
W. O. Watts, local storekeeper and 
gauger, and Mr. Higgins, a revenue 
man, got into a row and both got 
their throats cut. Buck Locke is 
supposed to have done the work. 
Locke escaped, but is being hunted 
by about fifteen revenue men. 

Piping for Honolulu. 

The Central Foundry Company of 
Anniston received an order Saturday 
from Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands, 
for a large quantity of sanitary iron 
piping to be shipped as early as pos¬ 
sible . 


Maya Indians Driven Back. 

A special from Oaxaca, Mex., says 
General Bravos’ force of government 
troops has driven back the Maya In¬ 
dians and taken possession of several 
important towns that were occupied 
by the rebels during the week. The 
country occupied by the Maya In¬ 
dians is little known to the outside 
world.

Leaving: Pretoria. 


MAIL OPENED BY BRITISH CENSOR 


THE FRESHET AT ALBANY 


High Waters Cause Damage of Half 
a Million Dollars. 


He Sympathized With the Boerg, He Saya

and He Couldn’t Sacrifice His Self-Re- 

spoct by Serving as British Consul- 

Charges That the Former Consul 

Makes Against British Authorities. 

Washington, D. C. (Special).—Charles 
E. Mncrum, who abandoned the American 
Consulship at Pretoria under singular cir¬ 
cumstances, lelt for East Liverpool, O., af¬ 
ter giving out for publicatiou a signed 
statement in which he explains his course. 
The statement is, in pnrt, as follows: 

“Tho situation In Protoria wns such 
that first, as an official, I could not remain 
there while my Government at home was 
apparently in the dark as to the exact con¬ 
ditions in South Africa. Secondly, as a 
man and citizen ot the Unitoil States, I 
could not remain in Pretoriu, sacrificing 
my own self-respect and that ot tho people 
of Pretoria, while tho Government at home 
continued to leave mo in the position ot a 
British Consul and not an American Con¬ 
sul. 

“I want to say right here that there wn3 
not one single request made of me through 
the Department of Stale looking to the 
care of British interests iu Pretoria which 
I did not fulfill and report upon according 
to my orders. On the othor hand, Ameri¬ 
can interests In South Africa wero in that 
condition which demanded that the De¬ 
partment of State should he coguizant of 
them. 

“I issued the statement receivod from 
the State Department that Americans 
must remain neutral. Iu the face of this, 
Americans were continually going to the 
front and taking up arms in the cause of 
the Boors. I also know that mauy of them, 
In utter despair at the apparent attitude of 
our own Government, were taking theoath 
of alleglanee to the Transvaal Ropublic. 
When affairs had reached that state that 
my Vice Consul, Mr. Van Amerigon, closed 
up his business, took the oath of alle¬ 
giance to the ropublic, aud went to the 
front as a burgher, I thought the time had 
come wlion I should make a report of theso 
conditions. 

. “The mail for the Transvaal had been all 
stopped at Capo Town by ordor of the High 
Commissioner. Wbeigthis mail was finally 
forwarded to me, after Colonel Stowe, the 
Consul Genoral at Cape Town, had secured 
Its release, I had the humiliation, as the 
representative of the American Govern¬ 
ment of sitting in ray office in Pretoria and 
looking upon envelopes bearing the official 
seal of the American Government opened 
and officially sealed with a sticker notify¬ 
ing me that the contents had been read by 
tho cousor at Durban. 

“The misrepresentations whioh had been 
going on before the war and after it 
opened were of such u serious nature and 
would require suoh detailed explanation 
that on November 6 I (lied a oablo to the 
department, iu code, stating that X wished 
leave of absence to visit tho States. 'I re¬ 
ceived from tho department a reply ad¬ 
vising mo that my presence at Pretoria 
wus important to publlo interests. 

“On tho 8th I telegraph again, advising 
the department that the situation wns not 
critical and that my presence in America 
was important. No reply was receivod. I 
wired again on the 11th. No reply wns re¬ 
ceivod to this. On the litli I again wired 
the department. On tho 18th I again filed 
a cable. To this I received a reply immedi¬ 
ately, which wns a reiteration of the reply 
to my first cable. 

“December 4 I received this reply from 
tho department to my cablegram of tho 
14th: 

“ ‘You may come home. Put Atterbury 
temporarily in charge. Department will 
send man from here.’ 

“I loft Pretoria tho night of December 
16, and arrived in Washington February 5. 

“On my way to Washington, believing 
thnt I was still tho Consul in Pretoria, I 
refused to make any statement that would 
involve tho department or embarrass it. 
My one object wns to lay information be¬ 
fore the department ns to the truo stat,o of 
affairs in South Africa. It the deportment 
thought these facts wore of a value suffi¬ 
cient to warrant the expenses of.tho trip I 
had taken I expected to be remunerated 
and return to Pretoria. 

“Instead of this, I find Secretary Hay 
saw fit not to wait until I could presout my 
reasons in porson and has hoen a silent or 
conniving partner to' discrediting reports 
of my official acts. I come homo to find 
an uttompt has been made to tear down 
my reputation. 

“I wish to state right hero that when I 
accopted my post as Consul I knew noth¬ 
ing of any secret alliance between America 
and Groat Britain, and that I had soen 
nothing in the regulations which made the 
Consul of tho American Bepublic subject 
to the whims and caprice of an English 
military censor at Durban. I camo to 
Amoriea with a motive ot which I am not 
ashamod.” 


SHREWD COUNTRY POSTMASTERS. 


How They Increase tho Showing of Busi¬ 
ness Dono by Them. 

Washington, D. 0. (Special).—Thrirty 
country postmastor3 will he surprised 
when they learu of the cheek which the 
postal authorities have designed to put 
upon them iu future. As is generally 
known, all postmasters, except the one in 
Now York City, whose salary is flxod by 
law, have their salaries gauged by the 
amount of money received during the year 
from tho sale of postage stamps. 

’•alt has for years boon the custom of coun¬ 
try postmasters to swell thosales of stamps 
at their respective offices far in exeoss of 
the business of the town or village, and 
thus render themselves eligible for in¬ 
creased pay, by inducing New York mer¬ 
chants and manufacturers who live In 
suburban towns of New Jersey, Now York 
and Connecticut, and who use grout quan¬ 
tities of postage stamps in their businoss, 
to purchase these stamps from tho village 
or town postmaster. 

More than $1,000,000 in stamps bought 
in country postofflees are handled in New 
York City alone yearly, and as a result the 
local authorities get no credit for tho 
work they have to do with this big mail. 
Steps havo been taken to stop this scheme 
to benefit tho country postmasters at the 
expense of those in tho large cities. 

Hereafter all postage stamps delivered 
to postmasters will bear a Department 
private mark, whioh, it Is thought, will 
put a stop to tho business. This new rule 
will go into force pretty soon. 

Peanut Crop is Large. 

The present crop ot peanuts, while not 
of excellent quality, is abnormally large. 


Arrested For Killing His Aged Wife. 

William J. Garland, of Philadelphia, who 
has been running a saloon in Phoebus, Va., 
for several months, has been arrested 
charged with the murder ot his wife.whom 
he married iu Camden, N. J., six months 
ago. He is thirty yoars old; she was sev¬ 
enty and rich. When the woman’s body 
was exuminod by physicians, a pinhole 
was found through the heart. Garland 
denies tho crime. 

Naval Academy’s New Commander. ‘ 
Bear-Admiral Nair has been detached 
from the command of the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, Md. Commander Richard 
WalnriKht succeeds him. 


MUCH DISTRESSAM0NGTHEP00R 


Ice Gorges Caused tho Water to Back Up 
and Compelled Families to Flee For 
Safety—Worst Flood Since 1857—Throe 
Mon Are Drowned—Floods Caused 
Heavy Loss—Riso of Hudson River. 

Albany, N. Y. (Special).—Tho inhabitants 
of Albany on Wednesday looked upon the 
greatest freshet which has taken place In 
tho valley of the Hudson Elver since 1857. 
A steady rain for forty-eight hours melted 
tho deep snows In tho Adirondack Moun¬ 
tains and along the valley of the Mohawk, 
and there has followed a mighty freshet 
which fills all the lowlands of the Hudson 
River from Troy southward to Hudson. 

A large part'of the cities ot Albany, 
Bonsselaer and Troy are submerged. In 
Albany mauy business housos and resi¬ 
dences iu the lower half of tho city were 
flooded with water. 

Tho power house ot tho street railway 
company was filled with seven feet of 
water, and oleotric power was thus shut 
off from tho street ear lines. 

Business men living along the water 
front suffer from a loss to property con¬ 
servatively estimated at more than 8500,- 
000 . 

Threo men iosttbolr lives. Tho men who 
wero drowned woro William lthiuohart of 
New York, Thomas Shea of Bath, and 
Joseph Vogol of Van Rensselaer Island, 
three miles below the city. 

The flood reached it3 height at 3 o’clock 
In tho afternoon, when it registered twenty 
feet nbovo tho ordinary level. At midnight 
it lmd gone down two feet. 

Tho police are distributing food, coal 
and clothing among tho poor families 
along the river front, whore the water 
reached tho second floors of the houses. 
The Commissioner of Publio Charities has 
issued a call for aid. 


THE FLOODS IN THE SOUTH. 


Damage Done at Various Folnts—Many 
Stroams Out of Their Banks. 

Atlanta, Ga. (Special).—Reports from 
points in Georgia say tho Chattahooohoo 
River, nfter a steady rise for four days, is 
falling. At West Point, In tho low lying 
portions of the town, many houses have 
been abandoned. Mauy bridgos have been 
carried away. Knoxville, Tenn., reports 
thnt all streams in that section are out of 
their banks and have caused much damage 
to farm property and logging interests. 

Columbus, Ga. (Special).—Tho waters ot 
the Chatahoooheo are rapidly falling. 
Three thousand cotton mill. operatives 
have boon Idle for several days on account 
of high water. As many ns twenty-five 
bridges on tho stroams north of Columbus 
running into tho Chatahooehee, have been 
carried nwny by the high water. 

Montgomery, Ala. (Special).—The Ala¬ 
bama River Is higher than for several 
years. All creeks and stroams surrounding 
the city aro out of their banks, and many 
bridges of public roads havo been swept 
away. Washouts have boon reported on 
nil railroads.

(Special).—Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, of New York, has been 
oleetod President of the National American 
Woman Suffrago Association to succeed 
Susan B. Anthony, who wns Darned Honor¬ 
ary President. The election took place at 
the last afternoon session, the voting 
being dono by secret ballot and without 
any speeehmuking in tho presentation of 
candidates.

BOERS CLAIM 120.000 MEN. 


Correspondent Informocl That Republics 

Can Indefinitely Continue the War. 

Loncon (By Cable).—A dispatch from 
Rensburg says: “Ail Australian newspaper 
correspondent, Mr. Roay, paid an interest¬ 
ing visit to the Boer camp on Sunday, to 
make inquiries as to the fate of his missing 
colleague, Mr. Hale3, of tho London Daily 
News, who was captured by tho Boers on 
February 7, at the time Mr. Lambie, of the 
Melbourne Ago, was killed. 

“Mr. lleay arrived at tho camp, blind¬ 
folded, just as church service was com¬ 
mencing. He sat blindfolded throughout 
the servico. When he was taken before 
Commaudant Delaroy his eye3 wero un¬ 
bandaged. Delnrey was most courteous 
to the eorrospondent. Ho said he deeply 
rogretted that a non-combatant had been 
killed, aud expressed his sympathy with 
Mr. Lambie’s widow. Mr. Reny was then 
escorted to Mr. Lambio’s grave and the 
latter’s watch and othor personal effects 
wero handed over to Mr. Reay. 

“The escort informed Mr. Roay thnt tho 
two republics had 120,000 men fighting and 
were able to continue the war indefinitely.”

General Roberts Opens His Campaign 
With a Cavalry Dash. 


ON THE ROAD TO BLOEMFONTEIN. 


British Force Passago of Modder River on 
Boer Flank—Five Laagers Taken—Lit¬ 
tle Opposition and Small Loss to Gen¬ 
eral French, Who Led -the Advance- 
Invading Army Numbers 50,000 Men, 

London (By Cable).—The British army, 
for the first time since tho war began, Is 
inside the Boer frontier. Lord Roberts, 
with at least 40,000 infantry, 7000 cavalry 
and 150 guns, with artillerymen, has turned 
the Magorsfontein lines, before which the 
British forces have been encamped for ten 
weeks; and, with haif of his corps, he 
already is operating on Froe State terri¬ 
tory. 

The dispatches of Lord' oborts sketch 
three days' work. The fo> yard movement 
began on Sunday, whoa Colonel Huunay 
sot out, with a brigade of mounted infau- 
try for Bamah, on the Riot River, oigbt 
miles from Jaoob3dal, ouo of the Boor sup¬ 
ply bases. 

On Monday General French, with the 
cavalry division, seized tho crossing of tho 
Riet ltivor at Dekll’s Drift, south ot 
Jacobsdal and eightoon miles east of Houey 
Nest Kloof. Ha skirmished with the Boers 
and cloared the way for 20,000 infantry, 
who followed across. 

On Tuesday, with Ills three cavalry bri¬ 
gades and tho horse artillery, General 
French rode to the Modder River, a dis¬ 
tance of twenty-live ratios, and took 
tbvee Tords, with high ground, be¬ 
yond the liver aud five Boer camps. Ho 
hud a few casualties Iu brushes with tho 
B< er horse. General French now has fixed 
himself on General Cronje’s main line ot 
communication with Bloemfontein, and 
20,000 iufautry with seventy-two guns aro 
being pushed up to support him there. 

Lord Roberts’s dispatches,wired from in¬ 
side the Free State and on the Riot River 
left him on Wednesday morning. His ad- 
Yiinoe had not bean opposod by the Boers 
In force. 

The forces immediately at the disposal of 
Lord Roberts are placed at 50,090 iu a gen¬ 
eral way. These figures are revealed by the 
commands mentioned in the dispatches us 
having been added to the divisions known 
to bo with Lord Methuen. Possibly, Lord 
Roberts has 10,000 or 20,000 more. 

It is now realized that the incidents at 
Rensburg have hoen seen out of all propor¬ 
tion. Merely skeleton linos were main¬ 
tained tlioro, while troops were being 
secretly and rapidly concentrated on tile 
Modder River. The facility with whioh 
30,000 men already havo boon sent beyond 
the rail terminus shows that Lord Kiteh- 
oner has been fully successful in organiz¬ 
ing transport. Ho is now supposed to be 
down the line, sending forward more troops 
and getting togethor more transports. 
About five miles ot ox and mule wagon 
trains are estlmatorl for onch division, so 
that Lord Kitchener, who is reputed to 
havo more skill'than a circus manager in 
handling Hold transport, has immense 
labors iu hand. 

nUGE RANSOM FOR RHODES. 


The Boors Will Hold Him Hostage For 

* 10 , 000 , 000 . 

London (By Cable).—Frionds of Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, shut up in Kimberley, uro 
becoming alarmed at his possible fate and 
have sent an emissary to see Dr, Loyds, 
tho diplomatic agent of the Boers in Eu¬ 
rope, in regard to the probable courio tho 
Boers would pursue In the event ot his 
capture. 

Dr. Loyds assured tho intermediaries 
that tho Boer3 did not intond to kill Mr. 
Rhodes, hut, he added, they would cer¬ 
tainly hold him ns a hostage until the in¬ 
demnity for the Jameson raid was paid. 

In view of the developments sinoo tho 
raid, ho added, the Boers had also decided 
to double the amount ot tho indemnity de¬ 
manded, and that Mr. Rhodes’s friends 
would have to hand over $10,000,000 before 
his release. 

Irish I’opulace Show Disloyalty, 

Cork (By Cable).—The Irish populace 
once more showed their temper as British 
troops woro ombnrking on the transport 
Norseman for servico against the Boers at 
the Cape. Not a few cheers for President 
Kruger, mingled with groans for the 
Queen, wore hoard as tho mon tramped 
down tho gangplank. 


Ilocrs Threaten Buller. 

Cate Town (By Cablo).— The Boers' in¬ 
vasion of Zululand is causing koou an¬ 
xiety to tho British. Apart from the fact 
that it threatens General Bullor’s commu¬ 
nications, it is difficult to believe that tho 
Zulus cun long be kept quiescont while 
their cattle are conynaudeered and their 
country is overrun by their horodltary 
foes. 


CONGRESSMAN KILLED. 


Fatal Fall of Representative Cliickerlng 
In New York City. 

New York City (Special).—Congressman 
C. A. Chiekorlng, of Copenhagen, N. Y., 
was found dead outside the Grand Union 
Hotel early Tuesday morning, having been 
killed either by falling or jumping from a 
fourth-story window of tho hotel. He had 
been lying there some time before bolng 
discovered, and his clothing was satu¬ 
rated with rain. Mr. Ohlekering wns ou 
his way from bis homo iu Copenhagen, 
where his family lives, to Washington. He 
had complained ot suffering from rheuma¬ 
tism. The police theory is that Congress¬ 
man Chiekerlng took drugs to secure roliof 
from pain, and that the drugs drove him 
temporarily insane. His frionds incline to 
the boliof that ho went to the window for 
fresh air and fell out. When the room was 
entered after the finding of the body the 
bed-clothing was tnuglcd and twisted, 
showing that the afflicted man had tried 
unsuccessfully to sleep. The window was 
open as far as it would go. 

Charles A. Chiekerlng was born in Lowls 
County, Now York, iu 1843, graduating 
from Lowville Academy, where he was 
later a teacher. After serving in the State 
Legislature he went to Washington as a' 
Representative from tho Twenty-fourth 
District, serving first in tho Fifty-third 
Congress, aud huving boon re-eloctod reg¬ 
ularly sinco that time. Mr. Chiekering was 
active in Republican politics in his district, 
and servod for a time as a member of the 
Executive Committee of the State Commit¬ 
tee. __

And now a word as to one or two 
statements made by Republican 
Senators in the course of the debate 
on the currency bill, and that are, 
coining from the source they do, 
certainly surprising. They show 
that Certain Republican Senators 
are possessed of a knowledge of the 
laws of money that they dare not 
apply, a knowledge that ought to 
estop them from ridiculing the 
Populist theories of money, knowl¬ 
edge that could not fail to show 
them, if conscientiously applied, 
that the Populist theories rest on a 
sound foundations and make them 
converts to those theories. The 
question of the maintenance of the 
parity of the silver currency with 
gold was under discussion. There 
was a goading of the Republicans 
as to how the parity of such cur¬ 
rency could be maintained save by 
redemption in gold coin—something 
not directly provided for in the 
Senate bill. And then Senator Al¬ 
lison burst out: “Is it not well 
known that silver dollars and silver 
certificates are receivable for all 
public dues of every name and 
character? All salaries and all 
public dues are payable in silver. 
Does the Senators not believe that 
is an element which makes the sil¬ 
ver certificate and the silver dollar 
equal in circulation to gold in our 
country'?” 

Of course the Senator knew, as 
every man thinks knows, that it is 
the money demand for our silver 
currency, the fact that it is “receiv¬ 
able for all public dues of every 
name and character” that has kept 
it up to par with gold. But the 
Senator also knew, as everybody 
else knows who has given consider¬ 
ation to the matter, that if the 
senate bill passed, with its provis¬ 
ions for creating gold obligations, 
silver dollars and silver certificates 
wili cease to be receivable for all 
public dues, will cease as money to 
be as good as gold. 

And then following the above 
sertion of Senator Allison came this 
remurkeble but true statement from 
Senator Aldrich: “I want to ex¬ 
press my personal opinion that the 
United States could maintain 
392,000,000 dollars, each contain¬ 
ing 412£ grains of copper, at a 
parity with gold if we should give 
this limited amount of these coins 
the same privileges we now give to 
the silver dollars.” 

It is not a question of what dol¬ 
lars are made of but of supply and 
demand.—American. 

The above shows that the Popu¬ 
list theory of finance is correct, 
that it makes no difference what 
money is made out of so long as the 
government stands behind, and 
makes it- receivable for all duties 
on imports and salaries, etc. The 
intrinsic value idea, is a relict 
of Barbarism, and few men can 
now be found who are so ignorant 
as to contend, that it makes any 
difference what the dollar is made 
out of. Gold and silver money- 
are relicts of Barbarism, greenback 
money is a result of civilization 
and progress of seintific govern¬ 
ment.

One year ago he noticed 
the Constitution’s agitation for the 
development of the live stock busi¬ 
ness in Georgia,and having hogs in 
the woods, he collected them to¬ 
gether and delivered in Atlanta the 
first carload of live native hogs re¬ 
ceived here in a long time. He sold 
them here, and almost a $1,000 in 
money in his pocket, returned home 
to his neighbors to speak the news 
of what could be done. This year, 
us has been stated, be has delivered 
two carloads, and expects to be 
here with a third in a few days. 

This is the sort of development 
we want in Georgia. The natural 
capabilities of this state are such 
as would support a population of 
40,000,000. The present population 
has not even scratched the surface. 
There are development possible to 
our people far ahead of the promise 
of any other land in the w-orld, if 
we would only undertake their dis¬ 
covery. Such men as Mr. Culpep¬ 
per help to blaze out the way, and 
are benefactors to the state at 
large.—Atlanta Constitution. 

Alabama needs such energetic 
and enterprising men as Mr. Cul¬ 
pepper. The soil and climate of 
Shelby county is as well adapted 
to stock raising as Mitchell 
county, Ga. If the farmers of our 
county would pay more attention 
to stock raising instead of raising 
so much cotton, and instead of 
having his smoke house in the west 
have it at home. What has been 
done in Georgia can be repeated in 
Alabama. 


Government Ownership. 

The people are protected from 
exactions and discriminations of 
railroads by the Interstate. Com¬ 
merce Commission, a body created 
by law and appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent, by and with the eonsent of the 
Senate. They are also protected 
by tlie courts. Ten years ago con¬ 
gress passed and the President ap¬ 
proved an anti-trust law, which 
forbade combinations to fix or con¬ 
trol prices. All along until a .year 
ago there had been a freight 
association composed of freight 
experts of railroads and this 
association fixed rates. Some 
months ago the supreme court of 
the United States held this freight 
association to be a combine to fix 
prices of freight and therefore in 
violation of the anti-trust law pass¬ 
ed ten years ago. That knocked 
out this particular organization. 
But the railroad companies are 
fruitful of resources. They have 
had all along an association known 
as the “Classification Association,” 
composed of certain officials of the 
companies. This association met 
some time ago and changed the 
classes of many' different kinds of 
freight, advancing from a lower to 
a higher class, thus indirectly in¬ 
creasing the rates. All roads in the 
association agreed to these changes. 
The Classification Association is as 
a combine to fix prices as the old 
freight association was, but it has 
not been judicially determined to 
be and it may take ten years more 
to have the supreme court hold it a 
violation of the anti-trust act. In 
the face of this experience some 
distinguished anti-trust advocates 
favor controling trusts through a 
commission, and the most distin 
guished of these advocates suggests 
that the matter of licensing trusts' 
might be left to the interstate com¬ 
merce commission. As to control 
ing railroads the interstate commis¬ 
sion has been a flat failure and to 
favor turning the matter of trusts 

pronounced that the senate will be over to this commission or any 

other commission for that matter, 
is practically' saying “The trusts 
are all right let them have full 
sway.” The real remedy for trusts 
is equal freight rates and equal 
interest rates to all which can be 
secured by government railroad 
and government banks.—Missouri 
World.

PELICANS I N THE B IO MUDDY. 

Great Colony at the IHrila on an Island 
In the Missouri Blver. 

From the St. Louis Republic: Peli¬ 
can bend, in the Missouri river, near 
St. Charles, Mo., is the scene of a 
great annual gathering of pelicans. 
There Is a big flat bar In the river 
there which has endured far beyond 
the usual span of a bar’s existence in 
the treacherous, shifting current of 
the Missouri. This bar is the semi¬ 
annual stopping place of vast flocks 
of pelicans that migrate from south to 
north in the spring and from north to 
south in the fall. Persons who have 
observed their habits claim that they 
invariably arrive at Pelican bend on 
September 4, and remain until cold 
weather sends them south. The peTt- 
can is not an attractive bird. He" Of¬ 
fends both the eye and the nose. But 
he is commendably regular in his hab¬ 
its. The parent birds catch fish and 
after eating their fill deposit the others 
in their pouches under their bills and 
carry them to their young. These 
pouches will hold from throe to eight 
pounds of fish. They are elastic, and 
when distended to their utmost nearly 
touch the ground. When empty the 
pouch lies closed up under the big 
bill and is merely a mass of wrinkles. 
It is this pouch that gives the pelican 
his characteristic and disagreeable 
odor, caused by particles of decaying 
fish. The pelican's legs are short and 
strong, and its feet have large webs. 
It is not a fast swimmer nor a rapid 
flyer, but it is practically tireless in 
both air and water. On land it is 
awkward and unwieldy. Its feathers 
are pure white except for a fluffy tuft 
of brown plumage that is seen on the 
top of the head for about six weeks in 
the early autumn. This tuft disap¬ 
pears in August and leaves a pimply 
bald pate that is not pleasant to view. 
At first the skin is red, then pink, then 
a straw color. By November l' the skin 
on the head hardens into a horny 
crest, which grows as the winter pro¬ 
gresses until by the time the bird ar¬ 
rives at its breeding place in the 
northwest it is so prominent that it is 
4 called the "centerboard” because of its 
resemblance to the centerboard of a 
sailboat. When properly cured, the 
pelican skins and plumage are largely 
used in women’s garments and hats.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 

It is said that successful trials of a 
telephonic apparatus without wire 
have been had in Italy. The instru¬ 
ments were installed oh moving trains. 
The details of the experiments and 
apparatus are very meagre. 

Three “cures” for tuberculosis are 
at present competing for professional 
favor in Italy—two of them, that of 
Cervello of Palermo—and that of 
Rnata of Perugia, consisting of medi¬ 
cated inhalations, and the oldest of 
them, that of Mavagliano of Gencm, 
proceeding by sero therapy. 


For many years efforts have been 
made from tjtoe to time to measure 
the heat radiated from some of the 
brightest stars. The most sucqessful 
attempt appears to bq that of Profes¬ 
sor Nichols at the Yerkes observatory. 
With the aid of an apparatus recoiling 
the principle of the Crookes radiome¬ 
ter, he bps ascertained that the star 
Yoga, which shines very brilliantly 
near the zenith in midsummer even¬ 
ings, send to the earth an amount of 
heat equal to that of an ordinary cau¬ 
dle six miles distant. Arctqrus, the 
star celebrate^ by Job, and which has 
a somewhat fiery color, radiates about 
twice as much h'eat as Yega.
